G M delays introduction 
of Rotary engine Vega 


DETROIT (UPI) - General Motors 
will not bring out its rotary -engined 
Chev rolet Vega at the start of the 1975- 
model y ear as originally planned, a 
company spokesman said Monday . 
Problems with fuel economy , pollu­ 
tion control and general belt tightening 
by the world’s largest automaker are 
believ ed the main reasons for the de­ 
lay . 
Instead of introducing the Wankel 
rotary Vega at the start of the 1975 
model y ear nex t September, the spo­ 
kesman said introduction will “ probab­ 
ly ” come some time during the model 
y ear. It will be offered as an option as 
soon as it is ready for mass produc­ 
tion, he said. 
GM later this week will announce a 
second round of cutbacks in production 
and in spending on some projects as a 
result of the slowdown in big car sales, 
industry sources said. The spokesman 
refused to confirm reports of further 
cutbacks. 
Chairman Richard C. Gerstenberg is 
ex pected to make further announce­ 
ments Thursday on future production 
plans in light of the downturn in big 
car sales caused, in part, by the fear 
of gasoline rationing. 
During the week before Christmas, 
GM idled 137,000 workers and cut 7 9,- 
000 big cars out of its December pro­ 
duction schedules. The new cutbacks 
are ex pected to include sev eral on­ 
going projects as well as actual produc­ 
tion. 
GM had hoped to be the first U.S. 
automaker on the market with an al-. 
temativ e to the present reciprocating 
p i s t o n e n g i n e . About 
120,000 
J apanese-built Mazdas with the Wankel 
rotary engine were sold in this country 
during 1973. 
Fuel economy seems to be the big­ 
gest factor in GM’s decision to contin­ 
ue working on the engine before intro­ 
ducing it to the public. 
While it would not make specific mi­ 
leage figures public, recent tests by 
the Env ironmental Protection Agency 
showed Mazdos getting among the poo­ 
rest fuel economy in the 3,000-pound 
class cars—about 10.3 miles per gallon. 
In the same EPA tests, the 2,7 50- 
pound Vega hatchback, with a four-cy ­ 
linder aluminum engine, is at the top 
of its class with 24 .6 m.p.g. The same 
car with an automatic transmission in 
p lace of the three-speed manual trans­ 
mission got 19.6 mpg. 


“ All of our engine programs are un­ 
dergoing rev aluation because of the 
energy situation,” the GM spokesman 
said. 
GM already has paid $25 million to 
Curtiss-Wright Corp, Audi-NSU and 
Wankel GmbH of West Germany on its 
fiv e-y ear license agreement. It plans 
another $10 million pay ment this Fri­ 
day and will still owe $15 million be­ 
fore it can build and sell the rotary 
engine worldwide without any further 
roy alties.

rule measure 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Nix on Monday signed compromise leg­ 
islation giv ing partial home rule to the 
District of Columbia. He called it a 
measure “ of historic significance” for 
residents of the nation’s capital. 
Under the bill, signed by Nix on at 
the White House, the District of Co­ 
lumbia could hav e its first locally elec­ 
ted city gov ernment in 100 y ears, with 
a may or and 13-member dty council to 
be chosen nex t Nov ember for terms 
beginning J an. 2,197 5 . 
Voters will hav e a chance to decide 
May 7 in a charter referendum if they 
want the elected city gov ernment pro­ 
v ided by the bill. 
Critics in Congress had opposed the 
legislation because it will continue sig­ 
nificant federal controls on major as­ 
pects of gov ernment in the city , includ­ 
ing the budget. 
Nix on, in a statement issued as he 
signed the bill, said he had long been a 
supporter of self-gov ernment for the 
District of Columbia and that the home 
rule measure was an important step in 
his administration’s attempt to giv e 
lo cal gov ernments more authority and 
resources to serv e their communities. 
“ As the nation approaches the 200th 
anniv ersary of its founding, it is par­ 
ticularly appropriate to assure those 
persons who liv e in our capital city 
rights and priv ileges which hav e long 
b een enjoy ed by most of their country ­ 
men,” Nix on said.

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Managua, a year laten Rebuilding on same location 


By LEONARDO LACAYO 
M A N A G U A , Nicaragua 
(UPI) — Howard Hughes was 
in seclusion on (the tightly 
guarded seventh floor of the 
Intercontinental Hotel, which 
he and his aides occupied ex­ 
clusively. 
Strongman 
Anas- 
tasio Somoza was preparing 
to retire at his suburban ha­ 
cienda. 
«But countless Nicaraguans 
were sitting outdoors in the 
bright moonlight. 
Not only was it a hot night 
but, between 11 p.m. 
and 
11:30 p.m., two earth tremors 
had shaken the city, causing 
some nervousness and appre­ 
hension despite the general 
pre-Christmas 
gaiety which 
pervaded Managua. 
Then, at 12:35 a.m., a year 
ago today, the first of three 
major earthquakes began to 
pulverize this Central Ameri­ 
can capital. After the second! 
one, just one hour after the 
first, most of the city was re­ 
duced to a macabre pile of 
twisted rubble. 
At least 10,000, possibly 12,- 
000 
persons 
died 
in 
the 
quakes. An exact and final 
figure will never be known. 
Another 
20,000—including 
this correspondent—were in­ 
jured as walls and ceilings 
fell, and roads and streets 
buckled, cracked and dropped 
into blackness. 
More than 00,000 homes and 
buildings in a 600-block area 
covering 16 square miles of 
the heart of the city were 


destroyed or damaged beyond 
repair. Consequently, 300,000 
persons were homeless. There 
was no electric power, tele­ 
phone or water and most df 
the city’s sewage system was 
ruptured. 
Thus, for the second time in 
41 years Managua was des­ 
troyed by earthquakes. On 
March 31, 1931, the city had 
also been leveled. 
An estimated 1,000 persons 
died and 5,000 others injured 
in 1931, and there were imme­ 
diate demands that the capit­ 
al be moved. But after the 
initial clamor faded the city 
was 
rebuilt 
on 
the 
same 
site—only 
to be 
destroyed 
anew in 197 2. 
N o w , Managua—like an 
adamant Phoenix—is going to 
rise once again across the 
same quake-prone territory. 
Which poses this question: 
are Managuans so addicted to 
this spot, the nation’s capital 
since 1851, that not even two 
catastrophes in less than half 
a century—and the advice of 
s o m e geologists—can per­ 
suade them to move? 
The answer is a qualifed 
yes. 
As die 4 8-year-old Gen. So­ 
moza explains it, one of the 
basic factors involved in the 
decision to rebuild the city 
here is the astronomical cost 
required for a transfer else­ 
where. 
Even more important, he 
said, is die fact that while 
Managua will stay where it

Hansen, both avid aviators. 
Both teach the maintenance 
classes, which prepare stu­ 
dents for a Federal Aviation 
Administration license, 
and 
Hansen teaches flying classes 
and also serves as pilot for 
college administrators, 
who 
use the Cessna 310 for busi­ 
ness trips. 
“ It’s one of the best places 
in the world to learn to fly,” 
says Huntington. “We have 
good flying weather 360 days 
a year.” 
Huntington said the flight 
school got its start with the 
private “ Desert Wings Flying 
Club” in St. George. 
The club bought the two 
Cessna 150s with their own 
money, but found they were 
difficult 
and 
expensive 
to 
maintain. The group then do­ 
nated the plates to the college 
and became a campusasso- 
ciated organization. 
The next plane to join the 
college air force was the 
twinengine Cessna. 
“ It was Air Force surplus,” 
said Huntington. “They do­ 
nated it to us on the condition 
we recondition and repair it 
so it would pass FAA stan­ 
dards.” 
The Air Force also gave 
Dixie the Korean War vintage 
Sabre jet, the helicopter, the 
old Stinson spotter plane and 
the Beechcraft. 
“ We have the students tear 
these planes down and rebuilt 
them,” said Huntington. “ All 
are in working condition, but 
are not certified to fly.” 
The latest addition to the 
flight line was the DC3, do­ 
nated by the Georgia Air Na­ 
tional Guard. 
“ They flew officers and oc­ 
casionally the governor in it,” 
Huntington said. “ IT is abso­ 
lutely immaculate. It was like 
getting a Cadillac with 150 
miles on it.” 
The DC 3 will also be used 
in the maintenance classes 
and 
eventually, 
Huntington 
hopes, for flying lessons. 
“ It will really be something 
for someone just starting as a 
pilot to be qualified for a 
plane of that class,” he said. 
Huntington also has a “nice 
array” of jet engines and oth­ 
er aircraft systems, including 
almost a complete set of 
parts 
for 
a 
B52 
bomber, 
thanks to the military surplus 
people. 
“ We built our engines for 
training literally out of junk 
heaps,” he said. 
About 20 students are now 
enrolled in the aircraft pro­ 
gram, and Huntington claims 
his graduates now work in 
a i r p o r t s from coast to 
coast. 


is, the plan for rebuilding the 
capital—devised 
by

For example, the area of

Part of those plans call for 
the construction of 10 satellite 
cities (ciudadelas), each ca­ 
pable of housing 60,000 per­ 
sons, around the periphery of 


the capital. Each will have its 
complex of public buildings 
as well as commercial zones. 
Reconstruction of Managua 
is expected to get under way 
early in 197 4, Somoza said. It 
will take between five and se­ 
ven years, according to pre­ 
sent estimates, and require at 
least $500 million. 


How this is to be financed 
has not yet been spelled out. 
Scores of nations poured huge 
supplies or relief after the 
quake. The United Nations re­ 
ported that 62 countries had 
donated total of $8.6 million 
within six months of the dis­ 
aster. 
The United States sent $27 
million, including food sup­ 
plies and emergency housing 
within only 90 days of the ca­ 
tastrophe. 
This included 
a 
“ program loan” of $15 million 
covering 
hospital 
construc­ 
tion, rubble removal and wa­ 
ter and sewer repair. Help 
from private U.S. volunteer 
agences added several mil­ 


lion dollars more. 
But a year after the trage­ 
dy, the jbb of demolishing un­ 
safe buildings and clearing 
rubble is still unfinished. 
Of the 600 blocks hardest 
hit by the quake, 4 00 have 
been cleared at a cost of $7 
million of the $15 
million 
loaned for this purpose frorq 
Washington. The 
remaining 
200 blocks are expected to be 
swept clean by next May. 


Not only will rebuilding in 
this 600-block zone be subject 
to especially rigid quake-re­ 
sistant codes, but the area it­ 
self is being allocated for con­ 
struction of important govern­ 
ment buildings that will blend 
with private housing in which 
“ both the rich and poor” will 
mix in a special planning pat­ 
tern, according to Somoza. 
Somoza was the only Nica­ 
raguan known to see 
and 
speak to Howard Hughes dur­ 
ing the mystery billionaire’s 
stay of several months in this 
country. 


After the quakes battered 
the city, Hughes fled from the 
isolated 
protection 
of 
the 
seventh floor of the Inter­ 
continental Hotel, a pyramid- 
1 i k e 
eight-story 
structure 
which was badly damaged 
but which survived the catast­ 
rophe. 
Somoza recalled, with some 
irritation, that Hughes never 
returned to Managua since 
the quake. He commented: 
“ Hughes always talks of 
money, but in the hour of our 
greatest need he forgot all 
about us.” 
Since last Dec. 23, Managua 
has, in fact, felt more than 
one thousand earth tremors 
i n c l u d i n g a particularly 
strong one last March 31. 
Coming on the 4 2nd anni­ 
versary of the 1931 quake, it 
provoked 
widespread 
panic 
among the populace. 
But they remain and look 
forward to a new hopefully 
earthquake proof Managua.

Ma n to da y ha s quite a bit to sa y a bo ut ho w lo ng 
o r sho rt tha t tim e will be. Fo r in this century he 
ha s disco v ered the po wer tha t ca n either reduce 
civ iliza tio n to sa v a gery , if no t wipe it o ut a lto ge­ 
ther, o r elev a te it to heights undrea med o f. 
Yet it is no t tha t po wer tha t needs co ntro lling. It 
is ma n him self, just a s it ha s a lwa y s been.

Kent: d o the times 
justify the means? 


The ho rro r o f Kent Sta te wa s fro zen fo r a ll time 
in the pho to gra ph o f a n a nguished girl kneeling o v er 
the bo dy o f o ne o f the v ictim s. 
Fo r ma ny America ns, tha t o ne picture sy mbo lized 
the tra gedy fa r better tha n a ny a mo unt o f wo rds 
co uld, a s no do ubt it w ill co ntinue to do fo r ev ery 
genera tio n to co me. 
It a lso sy mbo lized a much la rger tra gedy tha t 
befell America during the bitter y ea rs o f the Viet­ 
na m wa r. 
Ma ny America ns fo rget, if they ev er knew, tha t 
the girl in the picture wa s no t a student a t Kent o r 
a co llege student o f a ny kind. She wa s a 15 -y ea r-o ld 
runa wa y fro m Flo rida who ha ppened to be o n the 
scene a t Kent Sta te beca use, a t tha t pa rticula r mo ­ 
ment during tho se da y s when America seemed to be 
co ming a pa rt, tha t wa s “ where the a ctio n w a s.” 
No w, a fter three y ea rs, a federa l gra nd jury in 
Clev ela nd is lo o king into the killing o f fo ur Kent 
Sta te students a nd wo unding o f 11 o thers by Ohio 
Na tio na l Gua rdsmen, a nd “ a t lo ng la st,” sa y the 
pa rents o f o ne o f the sla in students, “ there is ho pe 
tha t justice might be do ne.” 
Justice? Certa inly , if ev idence is disclo sed indica t­ 
ing tha t so me o f the gua rdsmen co nspired to fire 
indiscrimina tely into a cro wd o f students, tho se in­ 
v o lv ed sho uld be bro ught to tria l. The pho to gra phic 
ev idence a lo ne stro ngly suggests tha t they were 
ha rdly in imminent da nger fro m the students. 
But this “ ev idence” seem s ina dequa te to the la r­ 
ger questio ns inv o lv ed. 
Whether o r no t then Ohio Go v . Ja m es Rho des a c­ 
ted wro ngly in sending the Na tio na l Gua rd to the 
ca mpus, he wa s respo nding to the a ppea l o f the 
ma y o r o f Kent, who se city ha d fo r two da y s been in 
a sta te o f turmo il, with ba nds o f students — a nd 
no nstudents — ra mpa ging bo th o n the ca mpus a nd 
in the do wnto wn a rea . 
The who le co untry wa s in turmo il in Ma y 19 70. 
Student demo nstra to rs ha d shut do wn so me 300 
ca mpuses in respo nse to President Nix o n’s inv a sio n 
o f Ca mbo dia . Antiwa r peo ple were ta king the la w 
into their o wn ha nds, a nd justifia bly o r no t, were 
setting the sta ge fo r the kind o f mindless tra gedy 
tha t ha ppened to ta ke pla ce a t Kent Sta te. 
It is understa nda ble tha t the pa rents o f the sla in 
students wa nt to ha v e the full truth esta blsihed 
a bo ut the immedia te circum sta nces surro unding the 
killing o f their children. 
But to fo cus o n the a ctio ns o f the gua rdsmen 
a lo ne, wo uld be to igno re the lo ng tra in o f ev ents — 
the rise o f the y o uth culture a nd no ma ds, the runa ­ 
wa y s, the ca mpus ta keo v ers, the defia nce o f a utho r­ 
ity , the flirta tio n with rev o lutio n — the who le cli­ 
ma te o f the tim es which culmina ted in Kent Sta te. 
The gua rdsmen were the co ntempo ra ries o f the 
students. Wha t go a ded them into such ra sh a ctio n? 
Wha t ca used them to lo o k upo n a dista nt, fa celess 
cro wd o f students a s the “ enemy ” ? 
Who a re the guilty — o nly tho se who a ctua lly 
fired the rifles, o r a lso tho se who co ntributed to a 
situa tio n in which the need to resto re o rder co m­ 
bined with huma n wea kness o r stupidity o r fea r to 
pro duce tra gedy ? 
Questio ns like these will ha v e to be a sked, a nd 
a nswered, if we ho pe to a chiev e “ justice” in the 
la rger sense a bo ut Kent Sta te.

WASHINGTON — Altho ugh a co mpletely recupera ted Rep. 
Wilbur D. Mills Of Arka nsa s resumes full-time cha irma nship o f 
the Ho use Wa y s a nd Mea ns Co mmittee in Ja nua ry , his o nce 
ma jestic a utho rity ha s dwindled clo se to mo rta l dimensio ns — 
with sca nt cha nce fo r reco v ery . 
With Mills co nv a lescing since mid-August fo llo wing ba ck sur­ 
gery , the rev o lutio n no w lev eling a utho rity in Co ngress ha s 
ca ught up with the Wa y s a nd Mea ns Co mmittee a nd its a we­ 
so mely prestigio us cha irma n. Rep. A1 Ullma n o f Orego n, a c­ 
ting cha irma n in Mills’s a bsence, instituted demo cra tic pro ce­ 
dures to giv e indiv idua l members a v o ice in po licy decisio ns. 
Thus, the 2 5 -member co mmittee, intensely lo y a l to Mills fo r 
so lo ng, is no w o v erwhelmingly o ppo sed to resto ring his a u­ 
tho rity . 
Giv en their ta ste o f freedo m, co mmittee members will no t 
relinquish it — tho ugh ma ny co ncede the efficiency o f die 
mo st impo rta nt co mmittee in Co ngress ha s been ba dly ero ded 
by the new lev eling. Mills, la st o f the po stwa r co ngressio na l 
gia nts, ha s ha d his cha irma nship cut do wn to size. The Mills 
era , with the legisla tiv e ma ster fro m Kensett, Ark., co ntro lling 
key do mestic legisla tiio n fo r mo re tha n a deca de, is o v er. 
Dispersa l o f Po wer 
Besides his legenda ry legisla tiv e cra ftsma nship a nd po litica l 
a stuteness, Mills’s unique po wer deriv ed fro m a bso lute co ntro l 
o v er the co mmittee. In 19 58 , his seco nd y ea r a s cha irma n, he 
a bo lished subco mmittees to ga in tha t co ntro l. During the pa st 
fo ur mo nths, Ullma n ha s resto red them in embry o nic fo rm a s 
“ ta sk fo rces.” This dispersa l o f po wer is so po pula r a mo ng 
members tha t they wo uld fight Mills to reta in it 
Thro ugh “ ta sk fo rces” a nd o ther refo rms, Ullma n ha s ingra ­ 
tia ted himself with co mmittee members. When the Sena te 
turned the So cia l Security bill into a “ Christma s tree” lo a ded 
do wn with co stly go o dies, Ullma n fo rma lly co nsulted his co m­ 
mittee o n wha t to do . In co ntra st, Mills wo uld ha v e info rma lly 
co nsulted Sen. Russell Lo ng o f Lo uisia na , cha irma n o f the 
Sena te Fina nce Co mmittee. 
UUma n’s co urse gua ra nteed dela y in pa ssing the bilL Mo reo ­ 
v er, his tendency to co mpro mise o n ev ery po int diluted the 
fo reign tra de bill. Jo ining the rest o f Co ngress, the Wa y s a nd 
Mea ns Co mmittee ha s beco me a ma rkedly less efficient instru­ 
ment a s a result o f refo rm. Nev ertheless, ev en co mmittee 
members who reco gnize this na tura lly prefer Ullma n’s permis­ 
siv e refo rms to Mills’s a ustere a utho rity . 
Tha t’s why Mills wo uld fa ce hea v y go ing in a ny sho wdo wn 
o v er refo rm with Ullma n, a sho wdo wn po ssibly presa ged by 
co o ling rela tio ns between them. So me co mmittee members sa y 
Mills wa s no t ha ppy with a n a rticle in Dun’s Rev iew, co n­ 
ta ining la v ish pra ise o f Ullma n by co mmittee members. Fo r 
his pa rt, Ullma n grumbled to members when Mills wa s issuing 
sta tements to the press a bo ut the tra de bill fro m his Little 
Ro ck ho spita l bed while Ullma n wa s gra ppling with the bill in 
co mmittee. 
Can’t co unt o n suppo rt 
Thus, Mills ca n no lo nger co unt o n unquestio ning co mmittee 
suppo rt. Fo r y ea rs, Ullma n himself wa s a lo y a l Mills lieute­ 
na nt. Rep. Dan Ro stenko wski o f Illino is, o nce a Mills sta lwa rt, 
enjo y s the n ew freedo m. Republica n members co nfide they 
will no t to lera te the o ld intima te wo rking rea ltio nship between 
Mills a nd Rep. Herma n Schneebeli o f Pennsy lv a nia , the co m­ 
mittee’s senio r Republica n. 
Ev en if Mills ha d no t missed fo ur mo nths beca use o f illness, 
ero sio n o f his po wer seemed inev ita ble. Ho use refo rms no w 
require o pen co mmittee meetings a nd fewer restrictio ns o n 
flo o r a mendments to Wa y s a nd Mea ns bills, undercutting the 
cha irma n’s a utho rity . 
Mo reo v er, the co mmittee is fa cing two a dditio na l cha llenges 
to its prima cy . The reco mmenda tio ns o f a select co mmittee 
hea ded by Rep. Richa rd Bo lling o f Misso uri, lo ng a riv a l a nd 
critic o f Mills, wo uld strip a wa y much (hea lth, welfa re, 
fo reign tra de) o f the v a st Wa y s a nd Mea ns jurisdictio n a nd 
limit it la rgely to ta x legisla tio n. Simulta neo usly , a newly li­ 
bera l Sena te Fina nce Co mmittee, hea ded by a newly a ggres­ 
siv e Cha irma n Lo ng, is serv ing no tice it dema nds equa l sta tus 
with Wa y s a nd Mea ns. 
Fina lly , Mills ha s no t fully reco v ered fro m the decline in his 
prestige suffered la st y ea r when, o bv io usly bo red with minutia 
o f legisla tio n, he ra n fo r President.

Abramson explained the satellite of­ 
fice of the West Covina district Depart­ 
ment of Hnmane Resources Devel­ 
opment located at VVC is open to the 
public. This job bank site receives a 
computerized daily report of 8,500 new 
jobs listed with HRD in Southern Cali­ 
fornia. In addition, VVC has its own 
placement office that provides part 
time employment for certain students 
through the college work study pro­ 
gram. 
The impetus for the career hotline 
came from VVC’s concern over the 
fact that most persons don’t really 
have enough information to make ca­ 
reer decisions that affect the rest of 
their lives. 
“ Also, with the threat of an econom­ 
ic recession resulting from the energy 
crisis,” noted Abramson, “ we feel that 
the time has come for men and women 
to be able to find out just what jobs 
are available, what is the status of 
their present job categories, and how 
they can reach their educational and 
vocational goals by the ease and con­ 
venience of a telephone call.” 
Abramson brings to the Holtline over 
2 5 years of professional vocational 
counseling experience. 
Prior to his work at VVC, he spent 
years organizing and supervising voca­ 
tional training and placement pro­ 
grams for such groups as the Los Ang­ 
eles Women’s Job Corps Center, the 
Jewish Vocational Service and the 
Bureau of Vocational Rehabilitation 
(presently known as the Department of 
Rehabilitation). 
“ My main concern,” he said, “ is to 
make sure that we can reach anyone 
who needs advice or assistance on one 
of the most important problems that 
people and society face; how to obtain 
satisfactory, constructive, worthwhile 
employment.” 
Appointments for job counseling can 
be made by calling the Career Hotline 
2 4 hours a day. “ We hope to establish 
on-going relationships with persons 
who have diverse occupational capabi­ 
lities and needs,” said Abramson.

Workers 
in chemicals, housing and the 
auto industry will be laid off 
more frequently and in larger 
numbers.

1974. Most experts say there 
will be little or no economic 
expansion. But few predict a 
recession. 
If the definition of a reccs- 
siou is accepted as either six 
months of no increase or an 
actual decline in the gross na­ 
tional product, however, then 
signs for a- recession next 
year are active. 
“ The wild card is oil,” said 
Dr. Richard S. Landry, eco­ 
nomist for the U.S. Chamber 
of Commerce. 
Landry’s assessment was 
repeated again and again by 
other economists and leaders 
of government, industry and 
labor in a series of interviews 
and public statements. 
Higher prices 
All were unanimous in pre- 
d i c t i n g higher consumer 
prices, based on increasing 
labor costs, more expensive 
fuel and shortages of raw ma­ 
terials and oil.

Ban asbestos 
water pipe, 
pup urges 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - A 
re earch goup Monday asked 
toe government to ban use of 
a s b e s t o s cement pipe in 
drinking water systems be­ 
cause it may cause cancer. 
The Center lor Science In 
toe public interest said a stu­ 
dy conducted by a major as- 
b e s t o s manufacturer, the 
Johns-Manville Corp., showed 
that water passing through 
such pipe wadies asbestos fi­ 
bers from the cement and 
carries them into the tap wa­ 
ter. 
Air-borne 
asbestos 
is 
a 
known cancer 
causer, 
al­ 
though less has been docu­ 
mented about its effect 
in 
food or water. The center 
s a i d , however, 
there is 
"ample reason to believe that 
ingestion of the major vari­ 
eties of asbestos leads to in­ 
creased risk” of cancer of the 
stomach and digestive tract. 
A 
Johns-Mariville 
spokes­ 
man said that despite many 
tests “no one has ever deter­ 
mined any problems” with 
asbestos cement pipe. 
Barry Castleman, a reseat - 
cher tor the science center, 
and Dr. Albert J. Fritsch, 
codirector of the center, told 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency ((EPA ) in a letter 
that there are more than 200,* 
000 miles of asbestos cement 
p i p e s e r v i n g U.S. con- 
summer , put down since the 
pipe was first introduced in 
1938. 


“ We must cease manufac­ 
turing asbestos cemen pipe 
tor use in portable water sup­ 
ply,“ the letter said. The 
group did not request that 
existing pipe be unearthed 
and replaced. 
Castleman said in an inter­ 
view, “There is no proof that 
the level (of asbestos) in wa­ 
ter represent a hazard to 
health....“ 
But he said the type of can­ 
cer involved sometimes does 
not show up until after de­ 
cades of exposure and “ until 
we know for sure, there’s no 
reason to continue to expose 
people to it.. .1 think there is a 
very good case for not mak­ 
ing any more of this pipe.” 
The pipe is used in munici- 
al water supplies largely in

where it is cheaper than cast 
iron pipe which would have to 
be brought from the east 
where most foundries are lo­ 
cated.

Battered but still battling, the 
Nixon presidency lurches to­ 
ward its sixth year sorely be­ 
set by too much Watergate 
and by shortages of what 
seems to be practically every­ 
thing else. 
The second year of Richard 
Nixon’s second term begins 
so differently from the first 
that the hardest fact to ac­ 
cept about 1973 may be that it 
lasted 
only 
the 
usual 
12 
months. 
As 1972 ended, the proud 
winner of a 62 per cent elec­ 
tion mandate was confidently 
planning, 
at 
long last, to 
translate years of campaign 
r h e t o r i c into action that 
would lead the nation back to 
“ independence, 
self-reliance, 
pride.” 
Now, the plans lie virtually 
forgotten, many of the men 
who were to earn- them for­ 
ward are in disgrace or wrorse 
and the campaign that pro­ 
duced the greatest electoral 
vote landslide of three de­ 
cades is widely held in con­ 
tempt. 
Worse may lie ahead. The 
Vice President, two cabinet 
secretaries and a long list of 
aides who worked at 
the 
President’s shoulder in the 
first four years are gone. 
Some stand in jeopardy of 
prison. 
Under a tta ck 
The President himself is 
u n d e r 
the 
gravest 
at­ 
tack-some membens of his 
own party have urged him to 
r e s i g n and the 
House 
Judiciary Committee is pre­ 
paring an inquiry into the al­ 
legations of “ high crimes and 
misdemeanors” contained in 


a small but menacing pile of 
formal impeachment resolu­ 
tions. 
More has gone awry than 
N i x o n ’ s personal fortunes. 
The administration began the 
year struggling to find work­ 
able wage 
and price res­ 
traints and to stabilize the 
dollar in world markets. No 
sooner 
had 
those 
running 
sores been bandaged than the 
nation began running short of 
a b e w i l d e r i n g shopping 
list—beef, 
gasoline, 
paper, 
o n i o n s , plastics, soybeans 
and, as winter approached, 
the fuels 
that millions of 
Americans depend upon to 
move and to warm 
their 
homes and shops. 
The year did see the final 
w i t h d r a w a l of American 
trcops from Indochina and 
the return of the prisoners ol 
war. But the war itself did 
not end and another conflict 
began in the Mideast tinder- 
box that was arrested with 
the shakiest of cease fires. 
Nor could the discreet yea- 
rend 
visitor to the White 
House make small talk by 
asking “ Aside from that, how 
did you like 1973?” 
Beg inning y ea r 
The President began the 
>ear by trying to redeem his 
promises to “trim down” and 
“ shuck off” federal programs 
that “ just threw money at 
problems.’ 
He 
impounded 
federal funds previously ap­ 
propriated by Congress (and 
approved by himself) for a 
long list cf activities, with 
emphasis on social welfare 
programs started in the Ken­ 
nedy 
and Johnson 
admin­ 
istrations. One such program, 
the Office of Economic Op­ 
portunity’s “ War on Pover­ 
ty.” he undertook to abolish. 


The 
Democratic-controlled 
Congress made some threa­ 
tening noises, but it wa s the 
courts that blocked the White 
House. They ruled in a num­ 
ber of cases that holding back 
l e g a l l y appropriated funds 
was itself illegal, and not only 
told Nixon that he was ob­ 
liged to continue OEO, but 
that his appointed undertaker 
for the agency, Howard Phil­ 
lips, was serving illegally in 
toe office of director. 
Nixon did not get most of 
his prized legislative prop­ 
osals through Congress—the 
long awaited Phase II of New 
Federalism, 
ca lled Special 
Revenue Sharing, went now­ 
here —but he did maintain a 
kind o f negative mastery over 
Capitol Hill. Congress triedi to 
override eight of his vetoes 
during 1973 and fa iled in ev­ 
ery ca se but one —the “war 
powers” bill that wo uld limit 
the President’s power to send 
U.S. forces into action abroad 
without Congressional approv­ 
al. 
New initia tiv es 
For 1974, White House and 
departmental spokesmen are 
talking about new initiatives 
to reform public welfare and 
enact a broad new health in­ 
surance program. But apply­ 
ing Nixcn’s own yardstick of 
“negotiating from strength” 
to his relations with Congress, 
his prospects for doing busi­ 
ness with House and Senate 
leaders in any domestic field 
cannot be rated high. 
The notion that the new 
Vice President, Gerald Ford, 
will be able to work miracles 
foT the White House on Capi­ 
tol Hill remains to be tested. 
But it should be remembered 
that Lyndon Johnson was a 
pretty fair country operative 


when he was in Congress and 
not too much help to John 
Kennedy when he became 
Vice President. 
In foreign affairs, Nixon 
had to postpone his long- 
scheduled trip to Europe in a 
year that was supposed to be 
devoted to improving Ameri­ 
can prospects on that con­ 
tinent, but he did act as host 
of a successful state visit by 
Soviet Party Chairman Leo­ 
nid Brezhnev» who he had to 
stand up to a few months la­ 
ter when the Arab-lsraeli war 
a p p e a r e d headed for a 
U.S.—Russian confrontation. 
Kissing er pro mo ted 
Presidential adviser Henry 
Kissinger became Secretary 
of State and kept on traveling 
and fixing—with more visits 
to China and to Middle East­ 
ern countries to lead the way 
toward a cease-fire and peace 
conference. 
Foreign 
economic 
devel­ 
opments were less upbeat, ex­ 
cept for the turnabout in the 
balance of trade, which pro­ 
duced black ink for the first 
time in 
some 
years. 
But 
world gold prices went out of 
sight and the U.S. dollar took 
a fearful battering earlier in 
the year and had to be deva­ 
lued for the second time in 18 
months. 
The 1973 record for world 
affairs might be regarded as 
a plus except for a devel­ 
opment, perhaps more domes­ 
tic than foreign in origin, that 
threatens a dark and chilly 
winter for the nation—and, by 


the processes 
which 
form 
public opinion—for the Nixon 
administration. 
It really should not be start­ 
ling news that the United 
States is running out of ener- 
g y . 
Foresighted 
business 
people as well as scholars 
have been saying for years 
that the country was abusing 
its fuel supplies and would 
have to cut back soon. In the 
summer of 1973. it happened. 
Gas runs short 
Gasoline ran short in many 
areas of the country, inconve­ 
niencing a lot of Americans. 
But as the days grew shorter, 
authorities 
began 
talking 
about coming shortages of oil 
and electricity, 
and 
that 
meant discomfort. This possi­ 
bility became a reality when 
' Arab nations, objecting to 
U.S. 
arms 
and diplomatic 
support of Israel in the latest 
Mideast conflict, cut off oil 
shipments to this country. 
While toe Arabs provide less 
than 10 per cent of the oil 
used in this country, even 
that loss transformed plans 
for voluntary cutbacks into 
mandatory reductions of avia­ 
tion fuel and heating oil and 
brought talk of gasoline ra­ 
tioning for the first time in 30 
years. 


As the year ended, airlines, 


automobile 
manufacturers 
and

were laying off workers or 
making cutback plans, and 
unemployment, at its lowest 
peacetime level in decades, 
was starting to climb again.

Not to climb, 


MOSCOW (UPI) - R ichard 
Nixon had his Watergate in 
1973; Leonid I. Brezhnev had 
his dissenters. But compari­ 
sons stop there. 
For Communist Party Gen­ 
eral Secretary Brezhnev and 
the Soviet people, 1973 has 
been — dissidents aside — a 
year of triumphs rather than 
of political tragedy. 
Brezhnev’s policy of detente 
with the West survived the 
clash of interests arising from 
the Middle East war. Ameri­ 
can businessmen have been 
falling over one another in 
the rush to sign deals with 
the R ussians. 
Soviet military strength has 


reached new peaks. R elations 
with the Arabs and India 
have been strengthened, and 
with the Communist would— 
China excepted — they have 
been serene. 
Brezhnev has consolidated 
his position as No. 1 in the 
Kremlin hierarchy, and he 
has succeeded in getting his 
country’s sluggish economy 
moving again. 
For the average Soviet citi­ 
zen, 1974 holds the promise 
not of fuel crisis and reces­ 
sion but of more food on the 
table and of consumer goods 
that have long been denied. 
“The Soviets can look back 
on 1973 and find a lot to crow 


about,” a western diplomat 
said here recently. 
Whether that will be true of 
1974 is a question mark. 
Detente faces a roadblock 
in the U.S. Congress where 
lawmakers, disturbed by So­ 
viet repression of dissent and 
restrictions on Jewish emigra­ 
tion, are seeking to deny the 
S ov i e t Union most-favored 
nation (MFN) trade status 
and government credits. 
MFN is not vital to Soviet- 
American trade, but credits 
needed to finance huge devel­ 
opment projects the Soviets 
hope to carry out over the 
next decade are another mat­ 
ter. 


“The loss of credits could 
slow down detente,” a Euro­ 
pean diplomat said. “ But if 
you accept the premise that 
the motivation for detente is 
primarily political rather than 
economic, it won’t stop it.” 
Diplomats predict that if 
the U.S. Congress rejects cre­ 
dits, as seems likely, the So­ 
viets will turn more to west­ 
ern Europe and Japan for 
help. And the multibillion-dol- 
lar deals that Armand Ham­ 
mer and other American in­ 
dustrialists have negotiated 
for Siberian gas in 1973 will 
be in doubt. 
In the midst of considerable 
diplomatic activity, the So­ 


viets are planning a World 
Communist Conference next 
year. Diplomats believe the 
purpose is twofold—to reas­ 
sert Soviet leadership of the 
Communist movement and to 
deal in some way with Hie 
Sino-Soviet dispute. 
The Soviets have run into 
opposition from parties that 
do not want to be pushed into 
taking sides in the Soviet con­ 
troversy with China. But the 
R ussians appear determined 
to hold the conference in 19^4, 
diplomats say. 
On the home front, Soviet 
agriculture has recovered af­ 
ter the worst harvest of the 
century in 1972 and for the 


first time has grown at a fas­ 
ter rate than industry. 
This has brought assur­ 
ances of a better break for 
the consumer next year. Con­ 
sumer production was cut 
back this year because the 
Soviets had to use scarce re­ 
sources to buy grain abroad. 
But full bellies do not nec­ 
essarily mean contented citi­ 
zens, and there are still a few 
R ussians who protest restrict­ 
ions on personal freedom in 
their country. 
Increasingly the dissidents 
have been put in labor camps 
and mental hospitals, and 
more may find their way 
there in 1974. For while the 


Soviet Union marches toward 
greater accommodation with 
the West, it has redoubled its 
efforts to make sure that this 
does not give rise to expecta­ 
tions of greater liberalization 
at home.

“While we may hav e an ad­ 
v antage ov er some nations in 
that we are closer to energy 
self su fficiency , the p roblem 
still ex ists,” he said. 
Dent said, “there will be 
shortages, not only this win­ 
ter, bu t for q u ite some time 
into the foreseeable fu tu re.

Energy crisis bothers 
college grid schedules 


PORTLAND, Ore. (UPI) - Univ ers­ 
ity of Oregon athletic director Norv 
Ritchey said Monday the energy crisis 
cou ld force a realignment of college 
athletics which wou ld largely eliminate 
intersectional contests. 
His co u nterp art at Oregon State, Jim 
Barratt, said he hop es it isn’t so. 
Both already face some p roblems 
cau sed by a shortage of jet fu el. 
Wake Forest has asked Oregon State 
for a release from its schedu led foot­ 
ball game at Corv allis nex t Sep t. 28 
becau se it cannot get a jet charter. 
Ritchey said Oregon had been u nable 
to secu re commitments from airlines 
for its football charters nex t fall. 
Barratt, reached by telep hone at 
Corv allis, said he is seeking a rep lace­ 
ment op p onent for the Sep t. 28 date at 
Corv allis and “we hop e to release 
Wake Forest by Feb. 1.” He said he 
will seek another op p onent— p ossibly 
San Diego State, Fresno State or Pacif­ 
ic—at the NCAA meeting in San Fran­ 
cisco nex t month. ’ 
“We’d be stu p id to let them (Wake 
Forest) off the hook u nless we get a 
rep lacement,” he said. “We are mak­ 
ing a good faith effort to find a re­ 
p lacement to accommodate them.” 
Ritchey , in a telep hone interv iew 


from Eu gene, said, “I assu me that ev ­ 
ery effort will be made to continu e a 
national caliber p rogram bu t if the 
energy crisis affects 
transp ortation 
then we are certainly going to see a 
readju stment and realignment.” 
He cited the recent Pacific-8 action 
in retu rning to northern div ision and 
sou thern div ision schedu les in baseball, 
rep lacing a conference-wide rou nd-rob- 
in, as the sort of thing that cou ld be­ 
come widesp read. 
He added, “We hav e been u nable do 
secu re commitments for football char­ 
ters nex t fall. We are finding it in­ 
creasingly difficu lt to find blocks of 
sp ace and p referred trav el times on 
airlines.” 
Ritchey said a switch to commercial 
airline trav el “certainly forces u s to 
take a look at trav el schedu les and the 
amou nt of class time missed.” 
He said a change wou ld not come 
immediately bu t is “entirely dep endent 
on what hap p ens in the nex t few 
y ears” in regard to fu el su p p lies. 
Barratt said he wou ld be against any 
realignment of schedu les now based on 
the cu rrent energy crisis. “I’v e worked 
too hard to bu ild schedu les throu gh 
1986 to want to do the whole thing 
again,” he said.

NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
chairman of a major insu r­ 
ance Company say s there is a 
possibility of a “significant 
slowdown, if not a recession” 
is the 19 74 econ *my . 
R. 
Manning 
Brown, 
Jr., 
chairman of New York Life 
Insu rance Co., the cou ntry ’s 
fou rth largest, also thou ght 
that price and wage controls 
are doing more harm than 
good and that the U.S. sy stem 
of financing 
political 
cam­ 
paigns shou ld be reformed. 
Brown’s ex act answers to a 
y ear-end United Press Inter­ 
national economic poll of ma­ 
jor corporations and financial 
institu tions follow: 
Q. There ha s been much ta lk 
a bo ut the po ssibility o f a 19 74 
recessio n. Do y o u ha v e a ny 
such wo rry ? Ho w do y o u see 
the eco no my nex t y ea r? 
A. We are v ery near the top 
cf one of the nation’s largest 
bu siness booms that seems 
most u nlikely to su stain itself 
in 1974. 
A significant slowdown, if 
not a recession, is a m atter of 
genu ine 
concern. 
And 
the 
energy 
crisis 
will 
clearly 
compou nd the problems in an 
ov erheated economy . The ou t­ 
look for 1974 is for a lessening 
of 
real 
ou tpu t, 
prev ailing 
higher prices, and bigger gov ­ 
ernment deficits. 
Specifically , real gross na- 
: ticnal produ ct in 1974 will pro­ 


bably not grow at any where 
near the 6 per cent rate an­ 
ticipated this y ear. Ev en the 
most 
optimistic 
forecasters 
look for n il growth tc go 
down to rou ghly half of this 
y ear’s rate. Unfortu nately , in­ 
flation and u nemploy ment are 
likely to continu e to be sig­ 
nificant problems in 1974. 
Other problems of a softer 
economy nex t y ear also seem 
apparent. 
Chances 
are 
we 
will see a slowdown in the 
pu rchase of au tos and other 
big ticket items. New hou sing 
activ ity may be down sig­ 
nificantly from the 1973 pace, 
r e f l e c t i n g , among other 
things, the difficu lties in the 
single family mortgage mar­ 
ket that dev eloped at mid­ 
y ear, Capital spending plans 
seem qu ite strong, bu t there 
is some dou bt that they can 
be carried ou t in v iew of the 
economic trou ble spots and 
energy 
problems 
that 
lie 
ahead. Corporate profits this 
y ear shou ld be abou t 30 per­ 
cent abov e last y ear, bu t they 
will probably decline in 1974 
as a resu lt of the generally 
slower 
pace 
of 
economic 
activ ity . 
The energy crisis, with its 
rev erberating effects on the 
economy , will sev erely chal­ 
lenge the nation throu ghou t 
19 74. The clear need now is 
for the 
administration, 
for 


Congress, for bu siness, 


for the American people 
pu l! together in meeting this 


crisis. 
Q. Soni* bu siness ex ecu tiv es, 
economists and 
newspaoers 
hav e characterized Mr. Nix cn 
as a lame du ck president 
three y ears before his term 
ex pires. If that prov es tru e, 
what effect will it hav e on the 
economy ? 


A. Political instability inev i­ 
tably contribu tes to economic 
u ncertainty . We hav e seen 
ample ev idence of this in the 
gy rations cf both the stock 
market and the international 
monetary market. 
These ev ents are influ enced 
by many factors, inclu ding 
the energy crisis and the gen­ 
eral 
ou tlook 
for 
a 
softer 
economy . Bu t they are u n­ 
dou btedly mu ch more reflec­ 
tiv e of the crisis of confidence 
in the aftermath of the Water­ 
gate scandal and all cf its 
sordid ramifications than they 
are cf the fact that Mr. Ni­ 
x on’s term ex pires in three 
y ears. 
It is an inescapable reality 
that the health of ou r econo­ 
my depends to a great ex tent 
on the faith and confidence 
that people hav e in ou r insti­ 
tu tions and in their leader­ 
ship. Unless the 
President 
can somehow su ccessfu lly dis­ 
pel the dou bts abou t his ad­ 


ministration and restore con­ 
fidence in his ability to lead, 
the economy 
will, 
u nfortu ­ 
nately , continu e to feel the 
added bu rden of this nrUonal 
u ncertainty . 


Q. Do y o u feel present price 
and wa g e co ntro ls help o r 
hinder the eco no my ? Wha t, if 
a ny thing , 
sho uld 
be 
do ne 
a bo ut them? 
A. Unfortu nately , the gov ­ 
ernment’s direct controls on 
prices 
and 
Wages 
hav en’t 
worked too well. And at the 
present time, they ’re probab­ 
ly doing more harm than 
good. 
The plain fact is that ev en 
u nder the best of circu ms­ 
tances su ch controls cou ld not 
leng su ppress price increases 
in an ov erheated economy . 
Cu rrent 
bottlenecks 
and 
shortages are the best ev i­ 
dence we hav e that price and 
wage controls will hot work 
satisfactorily in ou r economy 
ov er an ex tended period of 
time. And the longer we per­ 
sist with them, the more like­ 
ly they are to fu rther disru pt 
the marketplace. 
T h e c o n t r o l s program 
shou ld be ended now since ev ­ 
ery additional day that we 
stay with them will strength­ 
en argu ments that “now is 
not the time.” It’s tru e, of 
cou rse, that with any ending

3 charged in Rembrandt 
art theft; ransom found 


CINCINNATI (UPI) - Three men 
were charged Monday in connection 
with the theft of two Rembrandt paint­ 
ings, one returned by the thieves and 
the other recovered after payment of 
$100,000 ransom by Taft Museum. 
C a r l H o r s l e y , 21, 
Raymond 
McDonough, 21, and Henry Dawn, 22. 
all of Loveland, Ohio, were held on 
charges of receiving stolen property. 
Authorities said the trio will probably 
be arraigned Wednesday in Cincinnati 
Criminal Court. 
A fourth man also had been held un­ 
der “ investigative detention” Monday 
after the second stolen Rembrandt was 
returned and nearly all the $100,000 
ransom was recovered. Police would 
not say what became of the fourth sus­ 
pect. 
Because $4,000 of the ransom money 
was still missing, police were tight- 
lipped about some details of the wee­ 
kend chain of events which ended five 
days of bizarre negotiations and a late- 
night rendezvous to recover the mas­ 
terpieces. 
Nine persons, seven men and two 
women, had been held at first, but five 
were released after day-long question­ 
ing Sunday. 
The “ Portrait of an Elderly Wom­ 
an,” was returned by the thieves last 
Thursday night, and then demanded 


$200,000 ransom for the second paint­ 
ing, “Man Leaning on a Sill.” 
After lengthy negotiations through a 
local realtor designated as a go-be­ 
tween, the thieves agreed to a $100,000 
offer from museum officials. The mo­ 
ney, in small bills in two white sacks, 
was taken late Saturday night to the 
thieves’ requested “drop off” spot, a 
propane gas tank alongside a road 
about 25 miles northeast of downtown 
Cincinnati. 
An unidentified caller telephoned po­ 
lice about three hours later to tell 
ihem the painting could be found under 
a rural house several miles from the 
money “drop” point. 
Police said the arrests were made 
about two hours later and $50,000 of 
the $100,000 ransom money recovered. 
Later Sunday another $46,000 was reco­ 
vered. 
Police refused to elaborate on how 
the arrests were made and where the 
money was recovered. 
Although 
there 
was 
a 
“minor” 
scratch on the first Rembrandt paint­ 
ing returned, authorities said the sec­ 
ond painting “appears to be in good 
shape.” 
The works were appraised for insur­ 
ance purposes more than 10 years ago 
at $330,000, but some art critics put 
their value in the millions of dollars. 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla. (UP1) - Fed­ 
eral, state and local law officers ar­ 
rested 11 persons Monday and seized 
between 25 and 30 tons of marijuana, 
believed to be the largest seizure in 
U.S. history. Authorities estimated its 
street value at over $20 million. 
In a joint statement, the Florida De­ 
partment of Law' Enforcement (FDLE) 
and federal authorities said they “be­ 
lieve Monday’s arrests have broken the 
back of the major supplier for the 
southeastern United States.” 
FDLA spokesman Jack Dawkins ad­ 
ded authorities had established a con­ 
nection between the Florida Christmas 
Eve marijuana haul and the recent 


Simon sees 
8-11 cents 
gallon hike 


NEW YORK (UPI) - William Si­ 
mon, head of the federal energy office, 
was quoted by the American Broad­ 
casting Co. (ABC) Monday as forecast­ 
ing an eventual increase of 8 to 11 
cents per gallon in the price of gaso­ 
line and heating oil as a result of the 
announced Persian boost of crude oil 
prices and expected similar action by 
Venezuela. 
In contrast, the director of the Ameri­ 
can Petroleum Institute said Monday 
that doubling of crude oil prices by the 
Persian Gulf states will have only a 
marginal effect on the American eco­ 
nomy. 
Frank Ikard said he doubted that the 
hike to more than $11 a barrel would 
have a “significant impact” on the do­ 
mestic oil situation. 
Prices in the U.S. are largely based 
on local oil production, which provides 
more than 85 per cert of domestic 
needs, he said. 
“ You can look for an increase of 8 to 
11 cents per gallon in price as a result 
of this when we get the full effect of 
the flowthrough,” Simons said in an in­ 
terview with ABC correspondent Roger 
Peterson. “ Remember, we import only 
about 30 to 35 per cent of our needs, so 
the impact will not actually be as 
great as in Japan or obviously in the 
less developed countries.” 


seizure of some six tons of marijuana 
in Bay Minette, Ala., where one man 
was arrested. 
The 11 were arrested in five Florida 
counties in the raid that spread from 
late Sunday to Monday morning. Five 
vehicles were seized along w’ith the 
huge stash of marijuana. 
According to authorities, the mari­ 
juana came from Colombia and was 
smuggled into Florida by a small boat 
that anchored in a remote canal along 
the Gulf Coast near Port St. Joe. The 
marijuana was unloaded and trans­ 
ported to a barn, from which it was to 
be shipped to various destinations by 
trucks and campers.

Arabs mull progress of oil war' against West 


KUWAIT 
(UPl) — Arab oil min­ 
isters, many who joined in a weekend 
decision to double oil prices, met in 
Kuwait Monday to review the progress 
os their “ oil w ar” against the West and 
discuss possible future action. 
It was the fourth meeting of the Or­ 
ganization ol Arab Petroleum Export­ 
ing Countries (OAPEC) since Oct. 17, 
the date they first wielded the "oil 
weapon” against the United States in 


support of the Arab countries fighting 
Israel. 
The top item on the agenda for Mon­ 
day’s meeting 
was a 
report 
from 
Sheikh Ahmed Zaki Yamani, the Saudi 
Arabian Oil Minister, and Algerian in­ 
dustry Minister 
Belaid 
Abdesselam, 
about a tour they made of Western ca­ 
pitals. 
The two ministers, acting as repre­ 
sentatives of all the OAPEC states, 


went to \Westem Europe, the. United 
States and Japan to explain the use of 
the oil weapon. 
The Arab oil producers have stopped 
deliveries to the United States and the 
Netherlands and have cut production 
by around 30 per cent in an attempt to 
pressure the West into forcing con­ 
cessions from Israel in the Middle East 
conflict 
The OAPEC states have said they 


will continue their boycott and produc­ 
tion cuts until Israel commits itself to 
complete withdrawal from 
occupied 
Arab territories. 
Many of the 
ministers 
attending 
Monday’s meeting flew in from Teh­ 
ran, where they had attended a two- 
day meeting for Persian Gulf members 
of the Organization of Petroleum Ex­ 
porting Countries (OPEC). 
The six Persian Gulf states— includ«- 


ing non-Arab Iran—decided to more 
than double crude oil prices on Jan. 1, 
1974. The posted price of the “marker” 
crude, Arabian Light, will jump from 


$5.11 to $11.65. 
Kuwait’s Oil Minister, Abdel Rahman 
Salem Atiki, said on his return from 
Tehran Sunday he considered the price 
increase “moderate and fair.” 
Atiki said the new prices would ap­ 


ply through the first quarter of 1974 


indicating they would be reviewed in 
March or April. 


A ministerial conference of all mem­ 
bers of OPEC will be held in Geneva 
or Vienna Jan. 7 to examine the deci­ 
sions taken at the Tehran conference. 
The members of OAPEC are Kuwait 
Libya, Saudi Arabia, Abu Dhabi, Al­ 
geria, Bahrain, Dubai and Qatar.

W A S H I N G T O N (UPI) — The 
Christmas h\m n thundered out with 
some strange variations on “ Hark the 
Herald Angels Sing.” 
One husky voice sang:

Another carolled his name, rank and 
serial number. 
It was Christmas in North Vietnam 
last year and for 
many 
American 
prisoners of war more than the first 
away from home. 
Many of the 563 who came back in 
I ebruary and March reminisced Mon­ 
day on past Christmases spent in cold 
ar.d dreary prison camps nicknamed 
‘The Zoo.’’ “ Dogpatch” and the like. 
This will be their first Christmas at 


hume, far different from those spent ip 
Hanoi singing hymns while the North 
Vietnamese took propaganda pictures. 
As the men boisterously sang out last 
Christmas, others holding song books 
sang different words —exchanging in­ 
formation to be fed into the prison 
grapevine. 
It was the one- time prisoners were 
b r o u g h t together 
from 
scattered 
camps. 
Air l orce Col. Jam es F. Young spent 
last Christmas at Dogpatch, a bleak 
maximum security prison in the moun­ 
tains. 
1 his year—“ the first one at home in 
eight years” —Young was surrounded 
by his wile, mother and three daugh­ 
ters.

C h r i s t m a s Eve and then spend 


Christmas day eating and talking and 
reminiscing,” he said.

“ Ihose Christmas services were re­ 
ally a good thing because they let us 


communicate with other cam ps,” Staf­ 
ford told UPL “ I’d get up close to a 
strange face and he’d sing in tune with 
the hymn, ‘My name is Tom McNish. I 
live in the Zoo.’

Vietnamese 
preacher 
sounded just like the interrogators. He 
spouted the same party line about this 
‘illegal, immoral and unjust w ar’.” 
On Christmas and Tet, the Vietna­ 
mese New Year, POWS got one special 
meal —turkey, potato soup with onions, 
egg roll and saiad. 
“The turkey was the stringiest thing 
I’d ever eaten,” Stafford said. “ But it 
was seasoned food unlike the usual 
bland meals we got.” 
As soon as they got their plates and 
were paraded in front of the prop­ 
aganda cam eras, the prisoners were 
herded back to their cells to eat. 


V.A. makes only small dent 
in easing student aid snafu 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The South­ 
ern California regional office of the 


V e t e r a n s Administration 
worked 
through the weekend on orders from 
tJresident Nixon to straighten out a 
huge fot lup that has prevented thou­ 
sands of student veterans from getting 
benefits for months. 
But the workers made only a small 
dent, checking files and writing checks 
bj hand, and said they would miss to­ 
day’s federal employe holiday and pro­ 
bably work through Christmas as well. 
I he snafu, when it was revealed, 
drew heavy criticism from local con­ 
gressmen and protests by the veterans 
to the President. 
Nixon ordered VA Administrator Do­ 
nald Johnson to have the Los Angeles 
staff work through the weekend, and 10 
submit to the White House today a re­ 
port telling how the foulup happened 
and detailing what steps are being ta­ 
ken to make 
sure it never happens 
again. 
, 
An estimated 5,000 veterans attend­ 
ing school in Southern California say 
t h e y 
have 
not received 
benefit 
checks—which 
range 
from $221» to £100 
a month—since September. 
Spokesmen 
for campus 
veterans 
groups say the delay has caused a 
number of veterans to drop out of 
school to support themselves or their 
families, and others are living on tood 
stamps or loans Srom relatives, or just 
“ v; Iking around hungry.” 
\A officials said the problem is ap­ 
parently the result of a plan put into 
effect in September to send veterans a 
two-month advance in that month, when 
their school expenses are highest. 
Rather than send the checks to the 
students’ homes, a computer was sup­ 
posed to si nd them to campus veterans 


benefits offices to be distributed, the 
VA said. 
The computer sent the checks to the 
wrong campuses, and persons, sent 
some of them out of the state and did 
not send others at all, the VA said. 
California 
congressmen 
said 
they 
could not understand why the foulup 
affected only one 
region, 
they de­ 
manded an explanation of why only the 
Southern California regional office, of 
more than 50 in the nation, had such a 
problem. 
“ To say it’s all the computer’s prob­ 
lem is a bunch of crap—human error 
was involved,” said Curtis Mack, assis­ 
tant to Gordon 
Eiliott, 
VA 
admin­ 
istrator for Southern California. 
But at least one error, Elliott said, 
was in Chicago. He said the Chic ago 
VA office was supposed to send Los 
Angeles a list of hardship cases, but 
sent the list to San Francisco instead. 
Workers estimated they hand pro­ 
cessed about 300 checks Sunday, mak­ 
ing little dent in the estimated 2,(KM) 
hardship cases that are to be cleared 
up first. 
“This place is in a panic,” said vet­ 
erans counselor Alex Mirosav. 
The President’s order to spare no ef- 
tort to pay the veterans demolished 
holiday plans by the VA office staff. 
Mack cancelled his birthday party Sun­

said

GM delays introduction 
of Rotary engine Vega 


DETROIT (UPI) - General Motors 
will not bring out its rotary-engined 
Chevrolet Vega at the start of the 1975- 
model year as originally planned, a 
company spokesman said Monday. 
Problems with fuel economy, pollu­ 
tion control and general belt tightening 
by the world’s largest automaker are 
believed the main reasons for the de­ 
lay. 
Instead of introducing the Wankel 
rotary Vega at the start of the 1975 
model year next September, the spo­ 
kesman said introduction will “probab­ 
ly” come some time during the model 
year. It will be offered as an option as 
soon as it is ready for mass produc­ 
tion, he said. 
GM later this week will announce a 
second round of cutbacks in production 
and in spending on some projects as a 
result of the slowdown in big car sales, 
industry sources said. The spokesman 
refused to confirm reports of further 
cutbacks. 
Chairman Richard C. Gerstenberg is 
expected to make further announce­ 
ments Thursday on future production 
plans in light of the downturn in big 
car sales caused, in part, by the fear 
of gasoline rationing. 
During the week before Christmas, 
GM idled 137,000 workers and cut 79,- 
000 big cars out of its December pro­ 
duction schedules. The new cutbacks 
are expected to include several on­ 
going projects as well as actual produc­ 
tion. 
GM had hoped to be the first U.S. 
automaker on the market with an al-. 
tentative to the present reciprocating 
p i s t o n 
e n g i n e . 
About 
120,000 
Japanese-built Mazdas with the Wankel 
rotary engine were sold in this country 
during 1973. 
Fuel economy seems to be the big­ 
gest factor in GM’s decision to contin­ 
ue working on the engine before intro­ 
ducing it to the public. 
While it would not make specific mi­ 
leage figures public, recent tests by 
the Environmental Protection Agency 
showed Mazdos getting among the poo­ 
rest fuel economy in the 3,000-pound 
class cars—about 10.3 miles per gallon. 
In the same EPA tests, the 2,750- 
pound Vega hatchback, with a four-cy­ 
linder aluminum engine, is at the top 
of its class with 24.6 m.p.g. The same 
car with an automatic transmission in 
place oi the three-speed manual trans­ 
mission got 19.6 mpg. 


“ All of our engine programs are un­ 
dergoing revaluation because of the 
energy situation,” the GM spokesman 
said. 
GM already has paid $25 million >0 
Curtiss-Wright 
Corp, 
Audi-NSU 
and 
Wankel GmbH of West Germany on its 
five-year license agreement. It plans 
another $10 million payment this Fri­ 
day and will still owe $15 million be­ 
fore it can build and sell the rotary 
engine worldwide without any further 
royalties.

D of C home 


rule measure 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Nixon Monday signed compromise leg­ 
islation giving partial home rule to the 
District of Columbia. He called it a 
measure “of historic significance” for 
residents of the nation’s capital. 
Under the bill, signed by Nixon at 
the White House, the District of Co­ 
lumbia could have its first locally elec­ 
ted city government in 100 years, with 
a mayor and 13-member city council to 
be chosen next November for terms 
beginning Jan. 2, 1975. 
Voters will have a chance to decide 
May 7 in a charter referendum if they 
want the elected city government pro­ 
vided by the bill. 
Critics in Congress had opposed the 
legislation because it will continue sig­ 
nificant federal controls on major as­ 
pects of government in the city, includ­ 
ing the budget. 
Nixon, in a statem ent issued as he 
signed the bill, said he had long been a 
supporter of self-government for the 
District of Columbia and that the home 
rule measure was an important step in 
his administration’s attem pt to give 
local governments more authority and 
resources to serve their communities. 
“As the nation approaches the 200th 
anniversary of its founding, it is par­ 
ticularly appropriate to assure those 
persons who live in our capital city 
rights and privileges which have long 
been enjoyed by most of their country­ 
men,” Nixon said.

Non-Communist Asia in 
throes of rapid inflation

TOKYO (UPl) 
His mod­ 
est income diluted by infla 
tkm, a sharecropper on a Ma­ 
laysian 
rubber 
fafm 
cuts 
down to two meals a day. 
Chinese housewives, tradi­ 
tional guardians of their fa­ 
m i l i e s * 
savings, 
swarm 
Taipei’s stock markets, seek­ 
ing growth stocks or wind­ 
falls to keep the buying po­ 
wer of the family capital in­ 
tact. 
Tokyo women watch the 
price of toilet paper rise from 
six cents a roll to 16 cents in 
three weeks. Each morning, 
they crowd around the doors 
Of supermarkets just before 
opening time. When the doors 
open, the women charge in 
like football players to strip 
the shelves of the few avail­ 
able rolls. 
The year 1973 already has 
brought the non-Communist 
cduntries of Asia the worst in­ 
flation since the early years 
after World War II. It claws 
greedily at the people’s hard- 
won savings. 
In 
countries 
with delicately balanced eco­ 
nomies such as South Korea 
it threatens a postponement 
of economic growth. 
The situation was bad in 
1972. It was growing worse 
this year, even before the Or­ 
ganization of Arab Petroleum 
Exporting • Countries 
(OA- 
PEC) started a petroleum 
embargo Oct. 17 as a strateg­ 
ic weapon in the Middle East 
war. 


Oil Embargo 


All over Asia, the oil em- 


bargo will deprive manufac 
turers of the basic raw mate­ 
rial for a while panorama of 
goods—stove oil, gas for cars, 
synthetic textiles, and any­ 
thing made of plastic^ 
As a result, the curves of 
consumer prices grew steeper 
in almost every country in 
December. The few experts 
willing to talk about it had 
nothing to offer but gloom. 
In Tokyo, Japanese Min­ 
ister of International Trade 
and Industry Yasuhiro Naka- 
sone coined a new phrase, 
“ negative economic growth.” 
In laymen’s language, this 
meant that in 1974 for the 
first time since the wTar Ja­ 
pan’s big industries might 
produce less than they had 
the year before. 
In almost every country 
this year the cost of living in­ 
crease has run far ahead of 
the interest paid ordinary 
people on their savings in 
banks. One of the few excep­ 
tions is Indonesia, where sa­ 
vers can get an astonishing 18 
per cent for their money. 
In Singapore, the official 
cost of living index rose from 
121.72 at the end of 1972 to 
150.4 in August of this year— 
a result of strikes that brought 
down the government of Than- 
om Kittikachorn Oct. 14. Al­ 
most all the strikes have re­ 
sulted in pay increases. 
The threat of social unrest 
also hangs over Japan. The 
L i b e r a l Democratic Party 
(LDP), which has been in po- 
wetf since the late 1940s, has 
been slumping steadily at the 


Rose Parade floats 
short-lived, costly 


PASADENA, Calif., (UPI) 
— With an average, run-of- 
the-mill float costing around 
$22.500, the annual tourna­ 
ment of roses parade is big 
business in Pasadena. 
Once a year the majestic 
floats 
come 
gliding 
along 
Colorado Boulevard, resplen- 
d e n t with 
exotic 
colors, 
blooming flowers and pretty 
girls. They are in their glory 
for the two-hour parade, are 
on display for two more days, 
and then they are gone. 
And the work 
for 
next 
year’s parade begins. 
But getting a float into the 
parade is not easy. According 
to W. Reid Allen, Jr., float 
entries 
chairman, 
approxi­ 
mately 200 applications are 
received every year for the 
62-float parade. 
Most of the floats, Allen 
said, have been in previous 
parades and receive priority 
for permits. This year, he 
noted, there were only six 
openings for new entries. 


Life size big red 


One of the fortunate newco­ 
mers is a float sponsored by 
the Kentucky Derby, the city 
of Louisville and the state of 
Kentucky and features a life- 
size replica of super-horse Se­ 
cretariat 
“ We were very lucky to get 


a float in,” said Linda Dozo- 
retz, representing the Ken­ 
tucky float. “There were a 
number of things in our fav­ 
or. It was a centennial for the 
Kentucky Derby and it was 
the 200th birthday of Ken­ 
tucky.” 
. 
Miss Dozoretz said they be- 
‘ gan planning the float last 
February, getting artists’ ren­ 
derings and bids for construc­ 
tion. By June, most of the 
work on the float had begun. 
Out of chicken wire, styro­ 
foam, fiberglass and wood, 
the skeleton of what will soon 
be a moving flower garden 
began to form. 


The life-size model of Se­ 
cretariat was created in Can­ 
ada by sculptor Robert Wake- 
tord, using the horse’s exact 
m e a s u r e m e n t s . Every 
muscle, every tendon, Miss 
Dozoretz 
said, 
was 
made 
e x a c t l y to 
Secretariat’s 
form. 


Six float makers 


Wakeford first sculpted the 
horse in a substance similar 
to styrofoam, then covered it 
with fiberglass, The model 
was then cut apart, shipped 
to Pasadena and reassembled 
on the float. The more than 5 
feet high horse weighs only 15 
pounds. 


While the real Secretariat 


was retired to a stud farm, 
the model will find a perma­ 
nent 
home 
in 
Kentucky’s 


Churchill Downs Museum. 
With six float-making com­ 
panies for some 62 floats, one 
might say business is indeed 
blooming. Herrin and Pres­ 
ton, for example, are working 
on 13 floats, including Secret­ 
ariat’s. 


According to Wayne Herrin, 
his company employs 18 per­ 
sons for construction of the 
floats, 
including 
engineers, 
designers, architects, artists, 
sculptors and painters. Ano­ 
ther 720 persons are hired to 
put on the flowers 48 hours 
before the parade. 


A n y t h i n g goes on the 
floats — as long as that any­ 
thing is flowers. Floats may 
be covered in blooms, petals, 
stems or leaves. Chrysanthe­ 
mums are the most common 
flowers, 
favored 
for 
their 
durability. Mums are usually 
cut about a week before the 
parade, while roses are cut 
the day before and must be 
kept in vials of water. Herrin 
said about 90 per cent of all 
the flowers come from Cali­ 
fornia. 


After the parade, the floats 
are on display for two days, 
and then are destroyed except 
for the chassis. And then the 
work begins for next year’s 
tournament.

There is no official forecast, 
but informed people in Taipei 
think the inflation rate will be 
10-20 per cent this year. 
Country by country: 
Nationalist China — “ In or­ 
der to combat the first no- 
t a b l e inflation in years, 
housewives 
flock 
to 
stock 
m a r k e t s to speculate in 
stocks,” reports UPI Taipei 
b u r e a u manager Shullen 
Shaw. “ Every stock exchange 
is jam-packed with women, 
and sometimes you hardly 
find any men there at all. 
Many women go there before 
7 a.m. with lunch boxes and 
their life savings to occupy 
the few available seats and 
operate all day.” 
The government is subsidiz­ 
ing some food staples such as 
imported soybeans, and is lo­ 
wering taxes on flour, wheat 
and construction 
materials.

Arabia so far

treated Taiwfan as a friendly 
country, and not restricted oil 
shipments. The government 
hopes not to increase gasoline 
prices before July 1, 1974.

Cost of living 
The price of clothing had ri­ 
sen 20.6 per cent by Septem­ 
ber. Food prices wfere up 19.8 
per cent, with rice, sugar, 
coffee and cooking oil leading 
the way, reports U PI’s Fer­ 
nando Del Mundo. 
Indonesia—The cost of liv­ 
ing is expected to go up about 
15 per cent this year. Thrift is 
still popular with the banks 
paying 18 per cent interest. 
Spiraling rice prices have 
been one of the biggest con­ 
tributors to the cost of living 
increase for the last two 
years. 
Singapore 
— 
Singapore’s 
cost of living index rose from 


a 1960 base figure of 100 to 
only 113.6 in 1971, an eirtreme- 
ly stable performance. The 
government is reducing tar­ 
iffs on a wide range of foods­ 
tuffs and raw materials in an 
effort to take off the pressure, 
says 
UPI 
reporter 
Nepal 
Ghose. 
Food prices are up about 20 
per cent this year, with most 
of the increase coming in the 
last six months. Rice, pork, 
bread, milk, beef and mutton 
have led the way. 
Thailand—Thailand’s cost of 
living index has risen from a 
base of 100 in 1962 to 141.61 in 
December. Almost all of the 
increase has come in the last 
two years, says UPI reporter 
Sumalee Phithayakom. 


Rice Prices 
Since 1972, the price of rice 
has virtually doubled. With 
the stem Kittikachorn regime 
gone, a new government is 
trying to draw up 3 con­ 
stitution, and has not yet 
come to grips with the infla­ 
tion problem. 
Although rice prices are at 
record highs, Thailand is ex­ 
pected to export about one 
million tons of rice in 1974, to 
partly cover its serious ba­ 
lance of payments deficit. 
South 
K orea—Flour, eggs 
and sugar have registered 20 
per cent price increases this 
year, says UPI reporter H.C. 
Shin. The government does 
not publish a cost of living in­ 
dex. 
However, there were many 
major increases in wholesale 
prices in 1972, and a large 
share of these were passed on 
to the consumer. 
As a result of the oil em­ 
bargo, the government al­ 
lowed a 30 per cent increase 
in the wholesale price of oil 
products Dec. 4. This and oth­ 
er recent price increases are 
responsible for a rise of 11.5 
per cent this year in the Ko­ 
rean wholesale price index. 


Cold Korea 
Korea, an industrial country 
without oil supplies of its 
own, has been hard hit by the 
Arab oil boycott 
In addition, it is the coldest 
country among Asia’s non- 
Communist nations. 
M a 1 a y s i a—the country’s 
Central Bank says the cost of 
living on the Malay peninsula 
rose seven per cent this year 
through September. 
Malaysia has not been hit 
as hard as most countries, 
says 
UPI 
reporter 
Ratan 
Singh. The economic planning 
unit of the prime minister’s 
office says that “ subject to 
many uncertainties” there is 
reason to hope the increase 
will not be so steep in 1974 
and 1975. 
Price increases this year 
include rice and other cereals 
up 17.1 per cent, meat 11.9 
per cent, and fruits and vege­ 
tables 12.9 per cent.

to retire at his suburban ha­ 
cienda. 
■But countless Nicaraguans 
were sitting outdoors in the 
bright moonlight. 
Not only was it a hot night 
but, between 11 p.m. 
and 
11:30 p.m., two earth tremors 
had shaken the city, causing 
some nervousness and appre­ 
hension despite the general 
pre-Christmas gaiety which 
pervaded Managua. 
1 hen, at 12:35 a.m., a year 
ago today, the first of three 
major earthquakes began to 
pulverize this Central Ameri­ 
can capital. After the second 
one, just one hour after the 
first, most of the city was re­ 
duced to a macabre pile of 
twisted rubble. 
At least 10,000, possibly 12,- 
000 
persons 
died 
in 
the 
quakes. An exact and final 
figure will never be known. 
Another 
20,000—including 
this correspondent-—were in­ 
jured as walls and ceilings 
fell, and roads and streets 
buckled, cracked and dropped 
into blackness. 
More than 60,000 homes and 
buildings in a 600-block area 
covering 16 square miles of 
the heart of the city were 


destroyed or damaged beyond 
repair. Consequently, 300,000 
persons were homeless. There 
was no electric power, tele­ 
phone or water and most of 
the city’s sewage system was 
ruptured. 
Thus, for the second time in 
41 years Managua was des­ 
troyed by earthquakes. On 
March 31, 1931, the city had 
also been leveled. 
An estimated 1,000 persons 
died and 5,000 others injured 
in 1931, and there were imme­ 
diate demands that the capit­ 
al be moved. But after the 
initial clamor faded the city 
was rebuilt on 
the 
same 
site—only to be 
destroyed 
anew in 1972. 
No w, Managua—like an 
adamant Phoenix—is going to 
rise once again across the 
same quake-prone territory. 
Which poses this question: 
are Managuans so addicted to 
this spot, the nation’s capital 
since 1851, that not even two 
catastrophes in less than half 
a century»—and the advice of 
some geologists—can per­ 
suade them to move? 
The answer is a qualifed 
yes. 
As the 48-year-old Gen. So­ 
moza explains it, one of the 
basic factors involved in the 
decision to rebuild the city 
here is the astronomical cost 
required for a transfer else­ 
where. 
Even more important, he 
said, is the fact that while 
Managua will stay where it

is, the plan for rebuilding the 
capital—devised 
by 
earth­ 
quake 
savvy 
Mexican ex­ 
perts—envisions a major res­ 
tructuring of the whole city to 
make it far less vulnerable. 


For example, the area of 
the city traversed by four 
major quake “ fault” 
lines 
will be forbidden to any con­ 
struction, he said. Instead, 
broad boulevards—at least 120 
feet wide— will dominate that 
supersensitive zone. It also 
w i l l be embellished with 
parks, gardens, and other 
nonhousing developments. 
Ex-President Somoza, com­ 
mander of the Nicaraguan 
National Guard, is chairman 
of the National Emergency 
Committee, 
which has di­ 
rected all post-quake oper­ 
ations including planning for 
the future. 
Part of those plans call for 
the construction of 10 satellite 
cities (ciudadelas), each ca­ 
pable of housing 60,000 per­ 
sons, around the periphery of 


the capital. Each will have its 
complex of public buildings 
as well as commercial zones. 
Reconstruction of Managua 
Is expected to get under way 
early in 1974, Somoza said. It 
will take between five and se­ 
ven years, according to pre­ 
sent estimates, and require at 
least $500 million. 


How this is to be financed 
has not yet been spelled out. 
Scores of nations poured huge 
supplies or relief after the 
quake. The United Nations re­ 
ported that 62 countries had 
donated total of $8.6 million 
within six months of the dis­ 
aster. 
The United States sent $27 
million, including food sup­ 
plies and emergency housing 
within only 90 days of the ca­ 
tastrophe. This included a 
“ program loan” of $15 million 
covering 
hospital 
construc­ 
tion, rubble removal and wa­ 
ter and sewer repair. Help 
from private U.S. volunteer 
agences added several mil­ 


lion dollars more. 
But a year after the trage­ 
dy, the job of demolishing un­ 
safe buildings and clearing 
rubble is still unfinished. 
Of the 600 blocks hardest 
hit by the quake, 400 have 
been cleared at a cost of $7 
million of the $15 million 
loaned for this purpose from 
Washington. The remaining 
200 blocks are expected to be 
swept clean by next May. 


Not only will rebuilding in 
this 600-block zone be subject 
to especially rigid quake-re­ 
sistant codes, but the area it­ 
self is being allocated for con­ 
struction of important govern­ 
ment buildings that will blend 
with private housing in which 
“ both the rich and poor” will 
mix in a special planning pat­ 
tern, according to Somoza. 
Somoza was the only Nica­ 
raguan known to see and 
speak to Howard Hughes dur­ 
ing the mystery billionaire’s 
stay of several months in this 
country. 


After the quakes battered 
the city, Hughes fled from the 
isolated 
protection 
of 
the 
seventh floor of the Inter­ 
continental Hotel, a pyramid- 
1 i k e 
eight-story 
structure 
which was badly damaged 
but which survived the catast­ 
rophe. 
Somoza recalled, with some 
irritation, that Hughes never 
returned to Managua since 
the quake. He commented: 
“ Hughes always talks of 
money, but in the hour of our 
greatest need he forgot all 
about us.” 
Since last Dec. 23, Managua 
has, in fact, felt more than 
one thousand earth tremors 
i n c l u d i n g a particularly 
strong one last March 31. 
Coming on the 42nd anni­ 
versary of the 1931 quake, it 
provoked 
widespread panic 
among the populace. 
But they remain and look 
forward to a new hopefully 
earthquake proof Managua. 


Richardson cites ‘ugly

Foundation. Gov. Nelson A. 
Rockefeller of New York and 
builder William Levitt were 
presented with the founda­ 
tion’s annual “ Man of Con­ 
science Award.” 
Richardson, who resigned 
r a t h e r than comply with 
President Nixon’s order to 
dismiss ex-special Watergate 
prosecutor 
Archibald

President.

Mrs. Brooks said the next 
five medals will be presented 
during October to the John F. 
Kennedy Library, the Dwight 
D. Eisenhower Library, the 
Harry S. Truman Library, the

Li­ 
brary, the Herbert Hoover Li­ 
brary and to President Nixon. 


Dixie, one of the smallest 
colleges in Utah with only 1,- 
000 students, is the only col­ 
lege in the state to offer fly­ 
ing classes as part of its 
regular curriculum. 
It is one of two schools in 
Utah to offer training for an ; 
aircraft 
mechanics 
license. 
The other is Utah State Uni­ 
versity, where many Dixie 
College students finish their 
education. 
The Dixie aero technology 
program is run by Garn O. 
Huntington 
and V. 
Lowell 
Hansen, both avid aviators. 
Both teach the maintenance 
classes, which prepare stu­ 
dents for a Federal Aviation 
Administration license, 
and 
Hansen teaches flying classes 
and also serves as pilot for 
college administrators, who 
use the Cessna 310 for busi­ 
ness trips. 
“ It’s one of the best places 
in the world to learn to fly,” 
says Huntington. “We have 
good flying weather 360 days 
a year.” 
Huntington said the flight 
school got its start with the 
private “ Desert Wings Flying 
Club” in St. George. 
The club bought the two 
Cessna 150s with their own 
money, but found they were 
difficult and 
expensive 
to 
maintain. The group then do­ 
nated the plates to the college 
and became a campusasso* 
ciated organization. 
The next plane to join the 
college air force was the 
twinengine Cessna. 
“ It was Air Force surplus,” 
said Huntington. “They do­ 
nated it to us on the condition 
we recondition and repair it 
so it would pass FAA stan­ 
dards.” 
The Air Force also gave 
Dixie the Korean War vintage 
Sabre jet, the helicopter, the 
old Stinson spotter plane and 
the Beechcraft. 
“ We have the students tear 
these planes down and rebuilt 
them,” said Huntington. “ All 
are in working condition, but 
are not certified to fly.” 
The latest addition to the 
flight line was the DC3, do­ 
nated by the Georgia Air Na­ 
tional Guard. 
“ They flew officers and oc­ 
casionally the governor in it,” 
Huntington said. “ IT is abso­ 
lutely immaculate. It was like 
getting a Cadillac with 150 
miles on it.” 
The DC 3 will also be used 
in the maintenance classes 
and 
eventually, 
Huntington 
hopes, for flying lessons. 
“ It will really be something 
for someone just starting as a 
pilot to be qualified for a 
plane of that class,” he said. 
Huntington also has a “ nice 
array” of jet engines and oth­ 
er aircraft systems, including 
almost a complete set of 
parts for a 
B52 
bomber, 
thanks to the military surplus 
people. 
“ We built our engines tor 
training literally out of junk 
heaps,” he said. 
About 20 students are now 
enrolled in the aircraft pro­ 
gram, and Huntington claims 
his graduates now work in 
a i r p o r t s from coast to 
coast.

Missionary doctor in Thailand 
has an unorthodox background 
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By ROBERT KAYLOR 


PUA, Thailand (UPI) - Af­ 
ter several years as a mis­ 
sionary, 
Garland 
Bare 
de­ 
cided he could not stand by 
helplessly 
as 
witch 
doctors 
rubbed buffalo dung ih the 
wounds of mountain villagers 
and caused them to die of 
blood poisoning. 
So he began to teach him­ 
self 
the 
rudiments 
of 
ele­ 
mentary medicine and even­ 
tually returned to college at 
the age of 33 to become a 
doctor. 
That was 10 years ago. To­ 
day, Bare presides over a 
small hospital in this north 
Thailand town. 
The concrete building usual­ 
ly has double its capacity of 
14 patients on the rolls and 
coqld only be described as 
primitive by Western medical 1 
standards’. 
But it gets the job done and 
Bare is proud of it. “I would 
be appalled at the conditions ' 
if I walked in as a doctor 
straight 
from 
the 
United I 
States,” he says, “tyut we ma- I 
nage to do everything here | 
except brain and open heart j 
surgery.” 


Born in Tibet 
Bare’s family comes from 
Lincoln, 
Neb. 
But 
he 
was 1 
born in Tibet to missionary 
parents who were the only 
Westerners allowed in the in- 1 
terior region of the Himala- 
yan country. The rest of his 
life has been just as unortho- ! 
dox. 
He was a college dropout 
and an atheist for a time be­ 
fore 
becoming 
a 
believer 
again and getting a degree in 
theology and linguistics. He is 
also a rare missionary who ^ 
rejects the teachings of or­ 
ganized faiths, 
thus cutting 
himself off from their finan­ 
cial support. 
"1 have found that the es­ 
tablished Christian denomina­ 
tions do not have much in 
their teachings for the Asians 
in underdeveloped 
countries 
to 
relate 
to,” 
says 
Bare. 
“You 
have 
to 
stop 
telling 
people that love alone con­ 
quers all, because it doesn’t.” 
B a r e 
has 
developed 
a 
simple and direct version of 
Christian doctrine that he can 
put across in the dialects of 
the Meo and Yao hill tribes of 
the area. 
He relies for support on 
what he describes as “a few 
independent 
free-thinking 
c h u r c h e s in the United 
States” and also gets finan­ 
cial aid from U.S. Air Force 
units based 
in Thailand, 
a 
• 
s o u r c e some missionaries 
would shun. 
Full schedule 
An 
intense 
person, 
Bare 
manages 
to 
find 
time 
to 
maintain a full schedule at 
, 
his hospital, operate a hostel 
for hill tribe students who at­ 
tend the district school here, 
walk 
the 
steep 
mountain 
trails on weekends to conduct 
church services, run an an­ 
timalaria campaign in remote 
villages, give driving lessons 
to young tribesmen so they ! 
can get jobs as truck drivers, I 
and scrounge 
medical 
sup­ 
plies from various sources to 
supplement the meager $500 a 
year budget for drugs he is 
allotted by the Thai govern­ 


ment. 
The hills around Pua are 
the domain of Communist-led 
hill tribe guerrillas, but in his 
18 years in the district Bare 
has become a respected fig­ 
ure to the tribesmen and can 
go 
alone 
to 
areas 
where 
troops can’t. 
“ My work with the tribes­ 
men is aimed at educating 
them and then bringing them 
back to work with their own 
people,” says Bare. “ 1 would 
like to see them keep their 
tribal identities and customs. 
Perhaps 1 feel that way be­ 
cause my grandfather was an 
American Indian.” 
Although he feels the work 
he started here in the early 
1950’s 
is 
unfinished, 
Bare 
plans to leave Thailand for 
good early next 
year. 
His 
young daughter is a victim of 
cerebral palsy, and the only 
place she can get the neces­ 
sary medical treatment and 
therapy is the United States. 
Despite the occasional con­ 
flicts, Thai government offi­ 
cials say they will be sorry to 
see Bare go.

The doctor comments 
Keep the nose moist to break bad habit

DEAR DR. LAMB - Can 
yon explain what causes a 
person to pick his nose? We 
are all 
made alike. Some 
people do it and some do not. 
I was always taught not to, 
but to use a handkerchief or 
tissue. I never found my hus­ 
band doing it until lately, and 
it not only distresses me, but 
I find it a disgusting habit. I 


have dropped a couple of 
hints, in fact came right out 
and said “he never used to do 
it.” But he continues to do it, 
and I find it hard to respond 
to an embrace a short while 
afterward. 
DEAR READER - It can 
be a nervous habit. Another 
problem that is frequently a 
factor in this habit is the dry 
nose. This happens to some 


people as they get older. The 
normal moisture of the lining 
cf the nose dries out. 
When the dry nose is the 
problem, a good idea is to 
place a small amount of pet­ 
roleum jelly in the tip of each 
side of the nose each morn­ 
ing. You can use a coton 
swab to put the small amount 
of lubricant in. Press the nos­ 
tril shut on each side to help 


spread the lubricant around. 
This will serve as a moisturi­ 
zer and keep the skin from 
getting dry and irritating the 
person. It will also help to 
prevent the formation of tight 
adherent 
crusts. 
Tell 
him 
“try it, you’ll like it.” 


DEAR DR. LAMB — I find 
when running and needing 
wind, if I try nose breathing 


only, the nostril opening is 
not nearly wide enough. Will 
this change with more exer­ 
cise? In winter if one nostril 
is stuffed with a cold, the oth­ 
er would not be adequate if I 
were to breathe more than 
usual. Is there a safe way to 
correct this? 
DEAR READER — Most 
people 
who 
must 
breathe 
heavily or move a lot of air 
breathe through their mouths. 
Just watch the runners during 
competition. There is nothing 
wrong with this. 
A lot of people have a nose 


that is more for decoration 
t h a n 
functional 
purpose*. 
That is too bad since the 
small hair structures in the 
nose help to filter the air and 
the nasal passages warm the 
air before 
it reaches 
the 
lungs. 
If the air passageways are 
too narrow 
for 
reasonable 
breathing, it is possible for 
them to be increased in size 
by surgical methods. The sep­ 
tum between the two sides of 
the nose may need to be 
straightened or excess tissue 
in 
the 
passages 
removed.

China sitting on huge 
archaeological finds

around it are priceless treas­ 
ures, the riches of ancient 
China. But one of the most 
thought-provoking exhibits in 
L o n d o n ’ s current Peking- 
sponsored show of Chinese 
antiquities is a photograph of 
a hill. 
“This 
mound covers 
the 
tomb of the Chin Emperor 
Shih Huang Ti, the unifier of 
China,” the picture’s label 
says. This emperor, who died 
in 202 B.C., is the one who 
built the Great Wall of China. 
“Incredible treasures 
are 
recorded as being buried with 
Shih Huang Ti” within this 
huge mound, surrounded by a 
mile-wide wall. Yet, the label 
says, “ so far archeologists 
have not excavated it...” 
This is a little like knowing 
the precise location of Troy, 
or 
Egypt’s 
Valley 
of 
the 
Kings, and leaving them un­ 
touched. 
Dig they must 
China 
holds 
unnumbered 
Troys, still untouched. Seven 
thousand unbroken years of 
history 
have 
honeycombed 
' China’s soil with equivalents 
of many Valleys of the Kings, 
and most still await the ar- 
cheologist’s spade. 
One lesson of the current 
Peking exhibit is the stagger­ 
ing 
number of 
discoveries 
made in the last 25 years. 
Another lesson is how many 
are still left to be made. 
“The Chinese are in no hur­ 
ry,” said a British Broadcast­ 
ing Corp. (BBC) reporter aft­ 
er visiting Shi Huang Ti’s un­ 
touched burial mound. “They 
know how much still lies un­ 
derground. They can afford tto 
wail.” 
They have wailed a long 
time. A strange combination 
of circumstances 
has kept 
them waiting, and has kept 
China the richest archeologic­ 
al trove on earth. 
The Chinese have always 
built of wood, and palaces 
a n d t e m p l e s burned or 
crumbled. Civil disorder and 
dynastic wars scattered and 
destroyed the great Imperial 
collections. With few excep­ 
tions, almost nothing ancient 
remains 
above 
ground 
in 
China. 
Tomb furnishings 
But under the ground are 
numberless 
tombs, 
stuffed 
with unimaginable riches. The 
Chinese furnished their dead 


with everything necessary or 
desirable in life. Sometimes 
actual belongings were buried 
with 
the 
dead; 
sometimes 
mere funerary models were 
buried— exquisite works of 
a r t 
representing 
servants, 
musicians, horses, houses. 
And once buried, the dead 
stayed buried. The ancient 
Chinese believed death was 
merely prolonged sleep. 
The dead still owned their 
houses and lands, and might 
reclaim them at any moment. 
Excavation 
disturbed 
their 
slumber, and the very stabil­ 
ity of the world depended on 
the ancestors sleeping on. 
Thus serious archeology re­ 
mained unknown. Only irreve­ 
rent tomb robbers pilfered 
tombs to furnish Western mu­ 
seums. A few Westerners ten­ 
tatively began scientific ar­ 
cheology in the 1920s, but the 
J a p a n e s e war and then 
China’s civil war cut that 
short. 
But with the 
Communist 
takeover of 1949 the waiting 
ended. Archeology' simply ex­ 
ploded. Discoveries came fas­ 
ter than people could properly 
dig them up. Hundreds upon 
hundreds of sites are now 
known but not yti touched. 
Imperial richtc 
Emperor Shih Huang Ti’s 
mound tomb is one. Another 
is the double tomb of Em­ 
press Wu, who hacked her 
way to power in the 8th Cen­ 
tury and then ruled supreme­ 
ly well, and her oversha­ 
dowed emperor-husband. 
Since 
1950 
alone, 
writes 
John Hay in “Ancient China,” 
a book just published to coin­ 
cide with the London exhibi­ 
tion, more than 400 Stone Age 
sites have been located in just 
one river valley. One of them 
measures more than a million 
square yards. 
Every one of the 385 exhi­ 
bits in the current show was 
discovered 
in 
the 
last 
25 
years. Many of the most spec­ 
tacular were found less than 
five years ago. 
“Every month brings news 
of new discoveries in widely 
s e p a r a t e d parts of the 
country,” reported David Bo- 
navia, Peking correspondent 
of the London Times. 
The latest spectacular find 
was announced in October—20 
tombs dating as far back as 
770 B.C. with what the Chi­ 
nese 
news 
agency 
called 
“many rare historical treas­ 
ures."

Feed lots, basically hotels for cattle, 
held off slaughtering cattle during the 
nrice freeze, Gesler said. Once the 
freeze was lifted, cattle were put on 
the market, creating somewhat oi a 
surplus. Consumers according to Ges­ 
ler. also curtailed their beef buying ha­ 
bits to some extent. 
This has all led to a situation which 
will culminate in a small shortage ot 
beef in January, he said. The market

The Message 


That small, faint voice you may have heard above 
the 
racket 
of 
the 
cash 
registers 
during 
the 
Christmas shopping rush was that of an infant hop­ 
ing to be noticed amid the hurrying crowds. 
Most people, if they listened' recognized the voice 
as that of the Christ Child, the Savior. His birth, His 
mission on earth, is what Christmas is all about. 
For many others — or different religious persua­ 
sion, or lesser persuasion, or no persuasion — the 
voice may have had a different source. 
But it was and is present nonetheless, and the 
message it speaks is the same for all men. 
It is a message that echoes across the ages each 
year at this season — a message of hope, of belief 
in the essential worth of mankind, a rebounding 
faith that despite all the sorrow men visit upon 
themseleves they are learning little by little how to 
live in peace with one another. 
It is a message that has been relayed from one 
disillusioned, frustrated, yet hopeful, generation to 
another, and will go on being relayed until the al­ 
lotted time for man on this planet runs out. 
Man today has quite a bit to say about how long 
or short that time will be. For in this century he 
has discovered the power that can either reduce 
civilization to savagery, if not wipe it out altoge­ 
ther, or elevate it to heights undreamed of. 
Yet it is not that power that needs controlling. It 
is man himself, just as it has always been. 
'Hiat is why the Christmas message is as live and 
pertinent and hope-refreshing today as it was when 
it was first heard 2,000 years ago. 
There CAN be peace on earth, if men will but 
have good will. There ARE tidings of great joy, if 
men will but unclog their ears of the noise and 
confusion they surround themselves with. 
We will listen, for a time. For a brief moment, we 
will believe. 
Then we will forget. We will carefully store away 
the precious, perishable joy of the holiday and again 
put on the tired old cynicism and selfishness of the 
evervday world. 
We will forget Christmas — until another year, 
when its undying message comes ringing back 
again, as new and fresh and real as ever. 
Kent: do the times 
justify the means? 


The honor of Kent State was frozen for all time 
in the photograph of an anguished girl kneeling over 
the body of one of the victims. 
For many Americans, that one picture symbolized 
the tragedy far better than any amount of words 
could, as no doubt it will continue to do for every 
generation to come. 
It also symbolized a much larger tragedy that 
befell America during the bitter years of the Viet­ 
nam war. 
Many Americans forget, if they ever knew, that 
the girt in the picture was not a student at Kent or 
a college student of any kind. She was a 15-year-old 
runaway from Florida who happened to be on the 
scene at Kent State because, at that particular mo­ 
ment during those days when America seemed to be 
coming apart, that was “where the action was.” 
Now, after three years, a federal grand jury m 
Cleveland is looking into the killing of four Kent 
State students and wounding of 11 others by Ohio 
National Guardsmen, and “at long last,” say the 
parents erf one of the slain students, “there is hope 
that justice might be done.” 
Justice? Certainly, if evidence is disclosed indicat­ 
ing that some of the guardsmen conspired to fire 
indiscriminately into a crowd of students, those in­ 
volved should be brought to trial. The photographic 
evidence alone strongly suggests that they were 
hardly in imminent danger from the students. 
But this “evidence” seems inadequate to the lar­ 
ger questions involved. 
Whether or not then Ohio Gov. James Rhodes ac­ 
ted wrongly in sending the National Guard to the 
campus, he was responding to the appeal of the 
mayor of Kent, whose city had for two days been in 
a state of turmoil, with bands of students — and 
nonstudents — rampaging both on the campus and 
in the downtown area. 
The whole country' was in turmoil in May 19-0. 
Student demonstrators had shut down some ^00 
campuses in response to President Nixon s invasion 
of Cambodia. Antiwar people were taking the law 
into their own hands, and justifiably or not, were 
setting the stage for the kind of mindless tragedy 
that happened to take place at Kent State. 
It is understandable that the parents of the slain 
students want to have the full truth establsihed 
about the immediate circumstances surrounding the 
killing <i their children. 
But to focus on the actions of the guardsmen 
alone, would be to ignore the long train of events — 
the rise of the y outh culture and nomads, the rona- 
ways, the campus takeovers, the defiance of author­ 
ity, the flirtation with revolution — the whole cli­ 
mate of the times which culminated in Kent State. 
The guardsmen were the contemporaries of the 
students. What goaded them into such rash action .' 
What caused them to look upon a distant, faceless 
crowd of students as the “enemy”? 
Who are the guilty — only those who actually 
fired the rifles, or also those who contributed to a 
situation in which the need to restore order com­ 
bined with human weakness or stupidity or fear to 
produce tragedy? 
Questions like these will have to be asked, and 
answered, if we hope to achieve “justice” in the 
larger sense about Kent State.____________________

It's not merry Christmas everywhere 


STRINGTOWN, Pa. - Velma Rob­ 
inson isn't impressed with the plaints 
of people who have turned down their 
t h e r m o s t a t s and shut off their 
Christmas lights to save energy. “I 
wonder,” she mused, “how they would 
feel if they had lived without water for 
20 years.” 
There was more resignation than in­ 
dignation in her voice. For Mrs. Rob­ 
inson and her neighbors have learned 
to live in homes without water, except 
for the rain they can trap and the 
wells they have dug. 
If they want water to brew coffee, it 
takes more than a simple turn of the 
tap. They must walk to their cisterns 
or wells. They have learned to save 
the dirty water form their wringer 
washing machines for scrubbing floors. 
And it’s a cold trudge through the 
snow to reach the outhouses behind 
most homes. 
Yet Mrs. Robinson feels fortunate. 
Her sturdy, wooden home has a large 
roof, which catches more rainwater 
than her neighbors get. The water 
irom the sky washes down the drain­ 
pipes through a sand-and-charcoal fil­ 
ter into a cement cistern. 
Status symbol 
Her husband Lloyd, like most of the 
menfolk in Stringtown, is a coal miner. 
He also built her an indoor bathroom, 
which has given the Robinson home a 
special status. The water is pumped 
into their house from the cistern. 
Stringtown rises out of a rugged, 
wooded hillside and quickly slumps 
back into it. The homes are built in a 
string along the main street, an ar­ 
rangement which apparently gave the 
town its name. There are no shops, ex­ 
cept for a small beauty parlor which 
Annabelle Pratt operates out of her 
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home down a dirt road from the old 
schoolhouse. The youngsters who used 
to study their ABC’s in the single 
schoolroom have been replaced by a 
local hunt club, known as the Sports­ 
men’s Club, which now meets there. 
The town overlooks the Monongahela 
River, whose waters are so near yet so 
far away. The Riverside Boatel, a woo­ 
den hostelry built 129 years ago for the 
river runners, burned to the ground a 
few weeks ago. The $45,000 loss wasn’t 
covered by fire insurance, because 
there are no fire hydrants in String­ 
town. 
The householders, if they want fire 
protection, must pay exorbitant rates 
— if they can get any insurance at all. 


Hardy townspeople 
Stringtown has 40 families, hardy 
folk, who depend largely upon the 
Buckeye Coal Company for sustenance. 
Of the town population, 18 are retirees 
and six are widows. 
The Buckeye mine reopened only 
recently after a fire had closed it for 
two years. The fire damage, aggra­ 
vated now by the intensified mining 
operations 
because 
of 
the 
energy 
crisis, threatens the town’s tenuous wa­ 
ter supply. Because of the excavations, 
cisterns are cracking and wells are 
drying up. 
At the appeal of the townspeople, I 
sent 
my associate 
Bob 
Owens to 
Stringtown to listen to their com­ 
plaints. Despite a snowstorm, more 
than 40 residents gathered at the 
schoolhouse. 
One of widows, Sarah Sands, her 
years etched deeply in her features, 
said she “had no water all last winter.” 
But now she has a cistern, which 


stores rainwater. However, she, like 
her neighbors, must buy trucked-in 
city water when rainfall is insufficient 
to fill their cisterns. 
Dry periods 
T h e beauty operator, 
Annabelle 
Pratt, invested $1,500 In a well. “In 
time, we’ll lose it,” she said, “because 
of the mining.” Already, the well has 
dry periods. Then Mrs. Pratt borrows 
water from Mrs. James Deems, who 
lives across the road, and uses five- 
gallon water cans to give shampoos. 
The townsfolk used to gather at the 
schoolhouse for community dinners, 
which were cooked in a kitchen off the 
schoolroom. But now the well has gone 
dry. 
A member of the state legislature, 
Donald Davis, has been battling in 
vain for government funds to pipe in 
water. He reported to the assembled 
citizens that he had run into a “stone 
wall.” 
“Everybody here has pride in his 
property,” he said. “They pay their 
taxes, but they aren’t getting any 
help.” 
Too rocky’ 
For two decades, the local Carmi­ 
chaels Water Authority has contended 
that the terrain is too rocky to provide 
water. But the word that our repre­ 
sentative was coming to Stringtown 
stirred the water authority into sudden 
action. The day before Owens’ visit, 
the company offered a plan to provide 
water service and fire protection. 
The estimated cost would be $200,000 
— little more than President Nixon 
soaks the taxpayers for four flights to 
San Clemente. But the water authority 
can’t afford to put up the money. “ It 
would break us,” a spokesman told 
Owens.

Rep. Mills sees 
his power eroded

WASHINGTON — Although a completely recuperated Rep. 
Wilbur D. Mills of Arkansas resumes full-time chairmanship of 
the House Ways and Means Committee in January, his once 
majestic authority has dwindled close to mortal dimensions —• 
with scant chance for recovery. 
With Mills convalescing since mid-August following back sur­ 
gery, the revolution now leveling authority in Congress has 
caught up with the Ways and Means Committee and its awe­ 
somely prestigious chairman. Rep. A1 Ullman of Oregon, ac­ 
ting chairman in Mills’s absence, instituted democratic proce­ 
dures to give individual members a voice in policy decisions. 
Thus, the 25-member committee, intensely loyal to Mills for 
so long, is now overwhelmingly opposed to restoring his au­ 
thority. 
Given their taste of freedom, committee members will not 
relinquish it — though many concede the efficiency erf the 
most important committee in Congress has been badly eroded 
by the new leveling. Mills, last of the postwar congressional 
giants, has had his chairmanship cut down to size. The Mills 
era, with the legislative master from Kensett, Ark., controlling 
key domestic legislatiion for more than a decade, is over. 
Dispersal of Power 
Besides his legendary legislative craftsmanship and political 
astuteness, Mills’s unique power derived from absolute control 
over the committee. In 1958, his second year as chairman, he 
abolished subcommittees to gain that control. During the past 
four months, Ullman has restored them in embryonic form as 
“task forces.” This dispersal of power is so popular among 
members that they would fight Mills to retain it 
Through “task forces" and other reforms, Ullman has ingra­ 
tiated himself with committee members. When the Senate 
turned the Social Security bill into a “Christmas tree” loaded 
down with costly goodies, Ullman formally consulted his com­ 
mittee on what to do. In contrast, Mills would have informally 
consulted Sen. Russell Long of Louisiana, chairman of the 
Senate Finance Committee. 
Uliman’s course guaranteed delay in passing the bid. Moreo­ 
ver, his tendency to compromise on every point diluted the 
foreign trade bill. Joining the rest of Congress, the Ways and 
Means Committee has become a markedly less efficient instru­ 
ment as a result of reform. Nevertheless, even committee 
members who recognize this naturally prefer Ullman’s permis­ 
sive reforms to Mills’s austere authority. 
That’s why Mills would face heavy going in any showdown 
over reform with Ullman, a showdown possibly presaged by 
cooling relations between them. Some committee members say 
Mills was not happy with an article in Dun’s Review, con­ 
taining lavish praise of Ullman by committee members. For 
his part, Ullman grumbled to members when Mills was issuing 
statements to the press about the trade bill from his Little 
Rock hospital bed while Ullman was grappling with the bill in 
committee. 
Can’t count on support 
Thus, Mills can no longer count on unquestioning committee 
support. For years, Ullman himself was a loyal Mills lieute­ 
nant. Rep. Dan Rostenkowski of Illinois, once a Mills stalwart, 
enjoys the new freedom. Republican members confide they 
will not tolerate the old intimate working realtionship between 
Mills and Rep. Herman Schneebeli of Pennsylvania, the com­ 
mittee’s senior Republican. 
Even if Mills had not missed four months because of illness, 
erosion of his power seemed inevitable. House reforms now 
require open committee meetings and fewer restrictions on 
floor amendments to Ways and Means bills, undercutting the 
chairman’s authority. 
Moreover, the committee is facing two additional challenges 
to its primacy. The recommendations of a select committee 
headed by Rep. Richard Bolling of Missouri, long a rival and 
critic of Mills, would strip away much (health, welfare, 
foreign trade) of the vast Ways and Means jurisdiction and 
limit it largely to tax legislation. Simultaneously, a newly li­ 
beral Senate Finance Committee, headed by a newly aggres­ 
sive Chairman Long, is serving notice it demands equal status 
with Ways and Means. 
Finally, Mills has not fully recovered from the decline in his 
prestige suffered last year when, obviously bored with minutia 
of legislation, he ran for President. 
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Which is more important?

Af­ 
ter all how much hunger later will 
lights that are turned on now assuage. 
Which then is more important, lights 
for the eyes to delight in, or food for 
the hungry later? Will lights outside on 
a tree keep you warm inside a cold 
house? Think people: Think. — Phyllia 
Hochfeld, Glendora.

Battered but still battling, the 
Nixon presidency lurches to­ 
ward its sixth year sorely be­ 
set by too much Watergate 
and by shortages of what 
seems to be practically every­ 
thing else. 
The second year of Richard 
Nixon’s second term begins 
so differently from the first 
that the hardest fact to ac­ 
cept about 1973 may be that it 
lasted 
only 
the 
usual 
12 
months. 
As 1972 ended, the proud 
winner oi a 62 per cent elec­ 
tion mandate was confidently 
planning, 
at 
long 
last, 
to 
translate years of campaign 
r h e t o r i c into action (hat 
would lead the nation back to 
“independence, 
self-reliance, 
pride.” 
Now, the plans lie virtually 
forgotten, many of the men 
who v.ere to carry them for­ 
ward are in disgrace or u'orse 
and the campaign that pro­ 
duced the greatest electoral 
vote landslide of three de­ 
cades is widely held in con­ 
tempt. 
Worse may lie ahead. The 
Vice President, two cabinet 
secretaries and a long list of 
aides 
who 
worked 
at 
the 
President’s shoulder in the 
first four years are 
gone. 
Some stand in jeopardy of 
prison. 
Under attack 
The 
President 
himself is 
u n d e r 
t h e 
gravest 
at­ 
tack-som e members of his 
own party have urged him to 
r e s i g n 
a n d 
the 
House 
Judiciary Committee is pre­ 
paring an inquiry into the al­ 
legations of “ high crimes and 
misdemeanors” contained in 


a small but menacing pile of 
formal impeachment resolu­ 
tions. 
More has gone awry than 
N i x o n ’ s personal fortunes. 
The administration began the 
year struggling to find work­ 
able wage 
and price 
res­ 
traints and to stabilize the 
dollar in world markets. No 
sooner 
had 
those 
running 
sores been bandaged than the 
nation began running short of 
a b e w i l d e r i n g shopping 
list—beef, 
gasoline, 
paper, 
o n i o n s , plastics, soybeans 
and, as winter approached, 
the 
fuels 
that 
millions 
of 
Americans depend upon 
to 
move 
and 
to 
warm 
their 
homes and shops. 
The year did see the final 
w i t h d r a w a l of American 
trcops from 
Indochina and 
the return of the prisoners ol 
war. But the war itself did 
not end and another conflict 
began in the Mideast tinder- 
box that was arrested with 
the shakiest of cease fires. 
Nor could the discreet yea- 
rend 
visitor to the 
White 
House make small talk by 
asking “Aside from that, how 
did you like 1973?” 
Beginning year 
The 
President 
began 
the 
year by trying to redeem his 
promises to “trim down” and 
“shuck off” federal programs 
ihat “just- threw money at 
problems.’ 
He 
impounded 
federal funds previously ap­ 
propriated by CongTess (and 
approved by himself) for a 
long list cf activities, with 
emphasis on social welfare 
programs started in the Ken­ 
nedy 
and 
Johnson 
admin­ 
istrations. One such program, 
the Office of Economic Op­ 
portunity’s “War on Pover­ 
ty.” he undetiook to abolish. 


T h e 
Democratic-controlled 
Congress made some threa­ 
tening noises, but it was the 
courts that blocked the White 
House. They ruled in a num­ 
ber of cases that holding back 
l e g a l l y appropriated funds 
was itself illegal, and not only 
tcld Nixon that he was ob­ 
liged to continue OEO, but 
that his appointed undertaker 
tor the agency, Howard Phil­ 
lips, was serving illegally in 
the office of director. 
Nixon did not get most of 
his prized 
legislative prop­ 
osals through Congress—the 
long awaited Phase II of New 
Federalism, 
called 
Special 
Revenue Sharing, went now­ 
here —but he did maintain a 
kind of negative mastery over 
Capitol Hill. Congress tried* to 
override eight of his vetoes 
during 1973 and failed in ev­ 
er}' case but one —the “war 
powers” bill that would limit 
the President’s power to send 
U.S. forces into action abroad 
without Congressional approv­ 
al. 
New initiatives 
For 1974, White House and 
departmental spokesmen are 
talking about new initiatives 
to reform public welfare and 
enact a broad new health in­ 
surance program. But apply­ 
ing Nixon’s own yardstick of 
“negotiating from strength” 
to his relations with Congress, 
his prospects for doing busi­ 
ness with House and Senate 
leaders in any domestic field 
cannot be rated high. 
The notion that the 
new 
Vice President, Gerald Ford, 
will be able to work miracles 
for the White House on Capi­ 
tol Hill remains to be tested. 
But it should be remembered 
that Lyndon Johnson was a 
pretty fair country operative 


when he was in Congress and 
not too much help to John 
Kennedy when 
he 
became 
Vice President. 
In foreign affairs, 
Nixon 
had to postpone his 
long- 
scheduled trip to Europe in a 
year that was supposed to be 
devoted to improving Ameri­ 
can prospects on that con­ 
tinent, but he did act as host 
of a successful state visit by 
Soviet Party Chairman Leo­ 
nid Brezhnev, who he had to 
stand up to a few months la­ 
ter wrhen the Arab-lsraeli war 
a p p e a r e d headed for a 
U.S.—Russian controntation. 
Kissinger promoted 
Presidential adviser Henry 
Kissinger became Secretary 
of State and kept on traveling 
and fixing—with more visits 
to China and to Middle East­ 
ern countries to lead the way 
toward a cease-fire and peace 
conierence. 
Foreign 
economic 
devel­ 
opments were less upbeat, ex­ 
cept for the turnabout in the 
balance of trade, which pro­ 
duced black ink for the first 
time 
in 
some 
years. 
But 
world gold prices went out of 
sight and the U.S. dollar took 
a fearful battering earlier in 
the year and had to be deva­ 
lued for the second time in 18 
months. 
lhe 1973 record for world 
affairs might be regarded as 
a plus except tor a devel­ 
opment, perhaps more domes­ 
tic than foreign in origin, that 
threatens a dark and chilly

Barry Castleman, a reseat- 
cher for the science center, 
and Dr. Albert J. Fritsch, 
codirector of the center, told 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency ((EPA) in a letter

“We must cease manufac­ 
turing asbestos cemen pipe 
tor use in portable water sup­ 
ply,** the letter said.

Gas runs short 
Gasoline ran short in many 
areas of the country, inconve­ 
niencing a lot of Americans. 
But as the days grew shorter, 
authorities 
began 
talking 
about coming shortages of oi! 
a n d 
electricity, 
and 
that 
meant discomfort. This possi­ 
bility became a reality when 
Arab nations, 
objecting 
to 
U.S. 
arms 
and 
diplomatic 
support of Israel in Che latest 
Mideast conflict, cut off oil 
shipments to this country. 
While the Arabs provide less 
than 10 per cent of the oil 
used in this country’, even 
that loss transformed plans 
for voluntary cutbacks into 
mandatory reductions of avia­ 
tion fuel and heating oil and 
brought talk of gasoline ra­ 
tioning for the first time in 30 
years. 


As the year ended, airlines, 
automobile 
manufacturers 
and

of 
other 
energy dependent industries 
were laying off workers or 
making cutback plans, and 
unemployment, at its lowest 
peacetime level in decades, 
was starting to climb again. 
Worse, so was inflation, as 
the 
marketplace 
demanded 
more money for the decreas­ 
ing supply of fuels.

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Soviets look forward to year of dete nte, growth 


MOSCOW (UP1) — Richard 
Nixon had his Watergate in 
1973; Leonid L Brezhnev had 
his dissenters. But compari­ 
sons stop there. 
For Communist Party Gen­ 
eral Secretary Brezhnev and 
the Soviet people, 1973 has 
been — dissidents aside — a 
year of triumphs rather than 
of political tragedy. 
Brezhnev’s policy of detente 
with the West survived the 
clash of interests arising from 
the Middle East war. Ameri­ 
can businessmen have been 
falling over one another in 
the rush to sign deals with 
the Russians. 
Soviet military strength has 


reached new peaks. Relations 
with the Arabs and 
India 
have been strengthened, and 
with the Communist would— 
China excepted — they have 
been serene. 
Brezhnev has consolidated 
his position as No. 1 in the 
Kremlin hierarchy, and he 
has succeeded fn getting his 
country’s sluggish economy 
moving again. 
For the average Soviet citi­ 
zen, 1974 holds the promise 
not of fuel crisis and reces­ 
sion but of more food on the 
table and of consumer goods 
that have long been denied. 
“ The Soviets can look back 
on 1973 and find a lot to crow 


about,” a western diplomat 
said here recently. 
Whether that will be true of 
1974 is a question mark. 
Detente faces a roadblock 
in the U.S. Congress where 
lawmakers, disturbed by So­ 
viet repression of dissent and 
restrictions on Jewish emigra­ 
tion, are seeking to deny the 
S o v ie t Union most-favored 
nation (MFN) trade .status 
and government credits. 
MFN is not vital to Soviet- 
American trade, but credits 
needed to finance huge devel­ 
opment projects the Soviets 
hope to carry out over the 
next aecade are another mat­ 
ter. 


“ The loss ol credits could 
slow down detente,*’ a Euro­ 
pean diplomat said. “ But if 
you accept the premise that 
the motivation for detente is 
primarily political rather than 
economic, it won’t stop it.’’ 
Diplomats predict that if 
the U.S. Congress rejects cre­ 
dits, as seems likely, the So­ 
viets will turn more to west­ 
ern Europe and Japan for 
help. And the multibillion-dol- 
lar deals that Armand Ham­ 
mer and other American in­ 
dustrialists have negotiated 
for Siberian gas in 1973 will 
be in doubt. 
In the midst of considerable 
diplomatic activity, the So­ 


viets are planning a World 
Communist Conference next 
year. Diplomats believe the 
purpose is twofold—to reas­ 
sert Soviet leadership of the 
Communist movement and to 
deal in some way with the 
Sino-Soviet dispute. 
The Soviets have run into 
opposition from parties that 
do not want to be pushed into 
taking sides in the Soviet con­ 
troversy with China. But the 
Russians appear determined 
to hold the conference in 1ÍP4, 
diplomats say. 
On the home front, Soviet 
agriculture has recovered af­ 
ter the worst harvest of the 
century in 1972 and for the 


first time has grown at a fas­ 
ter rate than industry. 
This 
has brought assur­ 
ances of a better break for 
the consumer next year. Con­ 
sumer production was cut 
back this year because the 
Soviets had to use scarce re­ 
sources to buy grain abroad. 
But full beïlies do not nec­ 
essarily mean contented citi­ 
zens, and there are still a few 
Russians who protest restrict­ 
ions on personal freedom in 
their country. 
Increasingly the dissidents 
have been put in labor camps 
and mental hospitals, 
and 
more may find their way 
there in 1974. For while the 


Soviet Union marches toward 
greater accommodation with 
the West, it has redoubled its 
efforts to make sure that this 
does not give rise to expecta­ 
tions of greater liberalization 
at home.

U.S. auto industry heading 
for dip in sales and profits

DETROIT (U PI) - After 
three straight years of record 
sales and high profits, the 
U.S. auto industry is headed 
for a downturn in 1974 that 
could be accelerated by gaso­ 
line shortages and rationing. 
More Americans want small 
cars and the industry is hard 
pressed to meet 
the de- 


nia and as many as 50 per 
cent e l s e w h e r e will be 
equipped with catalytic con­ 
verters. 
No change for him 
Joe Gordon, a middle-ageo 
millwright in a Detroit-area 
automotive supply company, 
wants no part of any of the 
new devices. 
“ I’ll tell you straight. I’ve 
got a 1969 Dodge Dart that 


cars now account for about 40 
per cent of all sales and 
shduld climb to one of every 
two sales in the next two 
years. Detroit’s automakers 
were caught flatfooted and 
are tT" 
tn recoup. 


“The market never reacts 
with logic,” lamented Bennett 
E. Bidwell, Ford vice presi­ 
dent and Ford Division gener­ 
al manager, recently. “ Small 
has suddenly become so much 
‘in’ that logic doesn’t pre­ 
vail.” 
Ford, already enjoying high 
sales for its Pinto and Maver­ 
ick, pushed its new, smaller 
Mustang II up for introduc­ 
tion this fall, advertising it 
as: “The right car at the 
right time.” 
Now Ford and General Mo­ 
tors are hurriedly switching 
o ve r assembly plants to 


smallcar production, Ameri­ 
can Motors is pushing out 
Gremlins and Hornets as fast 
as possible while putting the 
final touches on a new and 
smaller urban car and Chrys­ 
ler is toying with the idea of 
introducing its own sub-com­ 
pact. 
“The whole country, the 
whole world for thaá matter, 
has swung over to a world­ 
wide shortage of basic mate­ 
rials,” says Townsend. “ This 
is affecting many of our ven­ 
dors’ ability to furnish parts 
to us and is affecting our 
ability to produce the sched- 


ule the market would call for. 
“The penetration of the var­ 
ious companies and the vol­ 
ume of vehicles that are sold 
may very well be determined 
to a much greater extent by 
the companies’ ability to pro­ 
duce cars than they are by 
the depth of the market to re­ 
ceive cars,” Townsend ex­ 
plain«!. 
Cost is not the main reason 
for the big switch to the 
small car since most are 
going out of dealers’ show­ 
rooms optioned up to a price 
tag well over $3,000. Currency 
changes have forced up the 


prices of foreign-built com­ 
pacts to as much a>s $3,000 for 
Volkswagen Beetle. 
Mileage and operating costs 
may be the determining fac­ 
tors. Studies by the Envlron- 
m e n t a l Protection Agency 
during certification of the 
1974 models noted that fuel 
ecoqpmy slipped three-tenths 
of a mile per gallon from 1973 
models to 15.1 m.p.g. 
A survey shows it costs 13.6 
cents a mile to operate a 
standard car, 10.8 cents to 
run a compact and 9.4 cents 
for a sub-compact That’s in­ 
creasing daily as gasoline 


prices go up along with serv­ 
ice costs. 
While 
future government 
legislation may push more 
Americans into «nail cars, 
the greatest incentive to put

out small cars will be in the 
marketplace. 
“ We’ve got customers lined 
up sometimes waiting to buy 
the Gremlins and Hornets 
right off the lot,” remarked 
one Detroit American Motors 
dealer.

While sales drop, prices are 
on the way up, the biggest in­ 
creases going on the high- 
demand small cars. The au­ 
tomakers were granted aver­ 
age increases ranging from 
$55 to $74 when they intro­ 
duced the 1974 models, but 
came back for second-round 
increases in early November 
averaging between $114 and 
$188. 
And the car buyer will con­ 
tinue to get cars equipped 
with safety and emission con­ 
trol devices he really doesn’t 
want. 
On the 1974 models It was 
the ignition interlock that 
makes you belt up before 
driving. For 1975 models, the 
big new item will be the ca­ 
talytic converter, a chemical 
s m o g-contro!

some auto men, improve fuel 
economy. 
The automakers still hope 
they can get the 1975 rules 
changed or delayed by the 
Congress so the muffler-like 
devices won’t be needed.

runs real good. It’s got more 
than 70,000 miles and Fm 
going to keep it until it stops 
running,” he said.

Chile making slow 
economic comeback

SANTIAGO (U PI) - Aus­ 
t e r i t y and belt-tightening, 
months of emergency security 
measures against possible an­ 
ti government terrorist attacks 
and a slow, painful recovery 
from economic chaos. 
That is the outlook for Chile 
in 1974 under the four-man 
military junta that toppled 
Marxist President Salvador 
Allende last Sept. 11, ending 
four decades of democratic 
rule. 
As 1973 drew to a close, the 
junta indicated its immediate 
task was to disarm the popu­ 
lation and wipe out any ves­ 
tiges of guerrilla warfare. 
"We are the protagonists of 
an internal war,” said Gen. 
Oscar Bonilla, the Interior 
( p o l i c e ) Minister. “ The 
armed forces are carrying 
out operations to finish off 
terrorism, 
uncover 
hidden 
weapons and capture dang­ 
erous elements.” 
Gen. Agusto Pinochet, junta 
l e a d e r and commander-in- 
chief of the army, said in 
mid-November the junta cal­ 
culated it would take six 
months to give Chile the “de­ 
gree of social peace’ neces­ 
sary to start economic re­ 
covery. 
In the meantime, a declar­ 
ed state of siege includes a 
nightly curfew that prohibits 
S a n t i a g o ’ s three million 
people from venturing out be­ 
tween 11 p.m. and 6 a.m. 
Two months after the coup, 
sporadic shooting was still 
heard at night in various 
parts at the capital. 
Coupled with the security 
measures were drastic moves 
to solve the economic crisis 
that gave Chile an inflation 
rate of 449.2 per cent in the 
first 10 months of 1973. That 
figure included a jump at 87.6 
per cent in October, the jun­ 


ta’s first full month in power, * 
according to official statistics. 
The new government auth­ 
orized price increases of up 
to 500 per cent for food and . 
other basic items. It said the 
move was necessary to pro­ 
mote agricultural and indust­ 
rial production stifled by ar- 
tifically 
low 
prices 
main­ 
tained by the Allende govern­ 
ment for political reasons. 
Low-income groups, source 
of AHende’s strongest support, 
were hardest hit by the price 
increases. The junta acted to 
soften the blow with the 
emergency payment of two 
extra 
months’ 
salary 
for 
workers during the final three 
months of 1973. The minimum 
monthly income 
was 
also 
raised, from 4,000 escudos 
($14) to 12,000 escudos ($42). 
“ I am now working only to 
feed my family," said a wait­ 
ress 
in 
a 
nearly-deserted 
downtown 
Santiago 
restau- j 
rant. “ I have no hopes oi 1 
buying any clothes or any- j 
thing for the house. Only food j 
for my family.’ 
On the international money I 
markets, Chile’s image ap- | 
peared to be on the upswing, 
d es p i te the $800 million 
foreign debt increase during 
Allende’s three years in office, 
to a total of $3.45 billion. 
Reports published in New 
York said private American 
banks would loan the Chilean 
Central Bank more than $100 
million to build up its foreign 
commerce. 
The 
Manufac­ 
turer’s Hanover Bank of New 
York granted credits of $24 
million to the Bank of Chile, 
and an International Moneta­ 
ry Fund mission was reported 
to have 
recommended 
an 
emergency loan oi $80 mil­ 
lion. 
Return of U.S. companies 
that left Chile during the Al- 
londe years was reported to 
be under consideration.

fans' checks 
LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The Los 
Angeles Rams spent between $6,000 
and $7,000 to do the clerical work for a 
football game that will never be play- 
•d. 
The cost involved sending out 50,000 
tickets to their season ticket holders 
for a Dec. 30 game which the Rams 
would have hosted if they had defeated 
Dallas Sunday. 
The National Football League will 
reimburse the club for most of the ex­ 
pense, a Ram spokesman said, and in 
any case the money spent was nothing 
compared to the blow to the team’s 
morale and pride with the loss to the 
Cowboys. 
Public sale of tickets for the canr 
celed Dec. 30 game would have started 
Monday. 
The 45,000 tickets purchased in res­ 
ponse to the 50,000 mailing are redee­ 
mable at any branch of the Union 
Bank on or before Jan. 31. Total 
amount 
involved 
is 
approximately 
$500,000 since the tickets were priced 
at $12.00 each. 
The bank charges no fee for the re­ 
demption service since it gets use of 
the money put up by the Rams for a 
matter of days or weeks and the in­ 
terest on such an amount is consid­ 
erable. 
The breakdown of reimbursable costs 
including two mailings shows postage 
totaling about $4,000. Printing costs 
were about $1,600 and costs of enve­ 
lopes and preparing letters ran about 
$1,000, making a grand total of $6,600,

Energy crisis bothers 
college grid schedules 


PORTLAND, Ore. (UPI) - Univers­ 
ity of Oregon athletic director Norv 
Ritchey said Monday the energy crisis 
could force a realignment of college 
athletics which would largely eliminate 
intersectional contests. 
His counterpart at Oregon State, Jim 
Barratt. said he hopes it isn’t so. 
Both already face some problems 
caused by a shortage of jet fuel. 
Wake Forest has asked Oregon State 
for a release from its scheduled foot­ 
ball game at Corvallis next Sept. 28 
because it cannot get a jet charter. 
Ritchey said Oregon had been unable 
to secure commitments from airlines 
for its football charters next fall. 
Barratt, reached by telephone at 
Corvallis, said he is seeking a replace­ 
ment opponent for the Sept. 28 date at 
Corvallis and “we hope to release 
Wake Forest by Feb. 1.” He said he 
will seek another opponent— possibly 
San Diego State, Fresno State or Pacif­ 
ic—at the NCAA meeting in San Fran­ 
cisco next month. 
“ We’d be stupid to let them (Wake 
Forest) off the hook unless we get a 
replacement,” he said. “We are mak­ 
ing a good faith effort to find a re­ 
placement to accommodate them.” 
Ritchey, in a telephone interview 


from Eugene, said, “ I assume that ev­ 
ery effort will be made to continue a 
national caliber program but if the 
energy crisis 
affects 
transportation 
then we are certainly going to see a 
readjustment and realignment.” 
He cited the recent Pacific-8 action 
in returning to northern division and 
southern division schedules in baseball, 
replacing a conference-wide round-rob- 
in, as the sort of thing that could be­ 
come widespread. 
He added, “We have been unable do 
secure commitments for football char­ 
ters next fall. We are finding it in­ 
creasingly difficult to find blocks of 
space and preferred travel times on 
airlines.” 
Ritchey said a switch to commercial 
airline travel “certainly forces us to 
take a look at travel schedules and the 
amount of class time missed.” 
He said a change would not come 
immediately but is “entirely dependent 
on what happens in the next few 
years” in regard to fuel supplies. 
Barratt said he would be against any 
realignment of schedules now based on 
the current energy crisis. “ I’ve worked 
too hard to build schedules through 
1986 to want to do the whole thing 
again,” he said.

think that’s the problem with 
most small schools, It’s dol­ 
lars.” 
True. 
And 
most 
schools 
aren’t located in the same 
city with USC and UCLA, ei­ 
ther. 
“ I remember we wrote a 
letter to Bill Walton when he 
was still in high school,” Ba­ 
ker recalled. “ When we got 
no response, we figured we 
didn’t have a prayer. 
“ But 
it’s 
not 
just 
the 
UCLAs and the SCs. Every­ 
body in the world comes in 
here and recruits. We pretty 
much get the leftovers.” 
In his sixth year as Lo­ 
yola’s 
AD, 
Baker 
stepped 
down as the school’s basket­ 
ball coach this year after 
compiling a 55-73 record in 
five 
seasons. 
Loyola 
is 
a 
member of the West Coast 
Athletic Conference, a major 
basketball conference. 


The Lions’ athletic budget 
is 
$210,000. 
That 
includes 
scholarships for 10 sports, ex­ 
penses and the salaries of all 
of the school’s coaches. 
“ That’s not very 
much,” 
admitted Baker, “ but that’s a 
big chunk of money for this 
school. 
“ Sure we lose money. In 
the best of years, the most 
Me can recover from TV and 
road 
guarantees 
and other 
things is $50,000 of the $210,* 
000.” 
Baker is 
adamant 
about 
-raying in the WCAL, though. 
Despite 
the 
fact 
that he 
d o e s n ’ t think Loyola has 
much of a chance at winning 
the basketball title now that 
Jerry Tarkanian has moved 
from Cal State Long Beach to 
Nevada-Las Vegas. 
‘ ‘ E v e r y now and then 
people raise the question that

“ The small schools are gen­ 
erally having problems apart 
from their sports programs,” 
he noted. “ Athletics are so­ 
mewhere down at the end of 
the line when it comes to 
things. 
“ If schools are not breaking 
even or close to it, it becomes 
difficult. And then your bud­ 
get goes down some and your 
product 
becomes 
somewhat 
less and consequently your 
gate becomes even less.” 
Baker is a 1956 graduate of 
Loyola and he’s staying at the 
school at a personal sacrifice. 
He 
left 
as 
assistant 
city 
manager of Redondo Beach, 
Calif., at an $8,000 pay cut to 
return to his alma mater. 
"1 really like the school and 
I enjoy my life working with 
t h e 
kids,” 
he 
explained. 
“ Plus it’s a little bit of a 
dream to get a new facility 
built on campus.” 
The Lions play in an anti­ 
quated 1,800-seat campus gym 
now. 
Baker envisions a 5,000-seat 
multi-purpose facility within 
the next five years at a cost 
of $3 million. 
“ The school has gotten to 
the point where it says it 


needs it,” the athletic direc­ 


tor said. “ We could afford to 


put it up now but it’s a mat­ 
ter of priorities. It will be 


built by donations.”

'74 problems are 
fuel, inflation, 
says industrialist 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Infla­ 
tion and the energy crisis are 
the two biggest problems fac­ 
ing the economy in 1974. ac­ 
cording to Charles J. Pilliod, 
president of Goodyear Tire & 
Rubber Co. 


Pilliod, responding to a yea- 
r-end UPI economic poP, sug­ 
gested that the energy prob­ 
lem could be eased by speed­ 
ing up construction of 
the 
Alaskan pipeline and nuclear 
power plants and, as an inter­ 
im measure, by reducing re­ 
strictions 
on 
high-sulphur 
coal. 


The 
Goodyear 
president’s 
complete answers to the sur­ 
vey follow: 
Q. There has been much talk 
about the possibility of a 1974 
recession. Do you have any 
such worry? How do you see 
the economy next year? 
A. No, I do not foresee a 
recession in 1974 despite the 
fact that the energy crisis 
will certainly slow down the 
economy. But it will be a pe­ 
riod of much slower growth 
or possibly leveling off. The 
strongest force in our econo­ 
my should be the continued 
spending 
by 
business 
for 
plant and equipment and in­ 
ventory rebuilding. 
Q. Some business executives, 
economist's 
and 
newspapers 
have characterized Mr. Nixon 
as 
a 
lame 
duck 
president 
three years before his term 
expires. If that proves true, 
what effect would it have on 
the eeonomy? 
A. If Congress doesn't sup­ 
port the President on le isla- 
ticn designed 
to strengthen 
our economy 
and 
to 
slow 
down 
infi Jion, 
this 
could, 
naturally. It >ve 
negative ef­ 
fect. However, I do not vi­ 
sualize Con treiH risking an 
economic sloviduun for pos­ 
sible political 
gain because 
this could certainly b;ome- 
rang. Mr. N xon h 
had a 
minority Congress throughout 
his term as president, and 
there is no question that he is 
nov, 
working 
very hard 
to 
restore the confidence of the 
American 
people 
and 
both 
parties in Congress m his ad­ 
ministration. 
Q. Do vou feel present price 
arvl wage controls help or 
hinder the economy? What if 
a n y t h i n g should be done 
about them? 
A. The lesson of the past 
year has been that wage and 
price 
controls 
create 
dis­ 
tortions in the economy, re­ 
sult in supply shortages and 
cause other disruptions that 
v,ould not occur if free m ar­ 
ket forces were allowed to 
operate. The price control law 
will continue in effect until 
April 1, 1974, and it is my opi­ 
nion that it should be allowed 
to expire. However, between 
now and April 1, the govern­ 
ment should 
selectively de­ 
control by individual industry 
so as to reduce the traum a of 


an abrupt transition on April 
1 and a sudden shock of a re­ 
turn to a free economy. 


Q. In your opinion, what are 
the two biggest problems fac­ 
ing the U.S. economy today, 
and what can be done about 
them? 


A. The two biggest prob­ 
lems are inflation and the 
energy crisis. With respect to 
t h e 
energy 
problem, 
we 
should speed up construction 
of the Alaska pipeline, accele­ 
rate the construction of nucl­ 
ear power plants, and, as in­ 
terim measures, reduce re­ 
strictions on the use of high- 
sulphur coal, and implement 
conservation 
and 
allocation 
programs directed toward the 
most economic use of avail­ 
able m aterials. 


As for inflation the expira- j 
tion of the price control law 
on April 1, 1974, will result in 1 
a free marketplace. And, al- j 
though there might be a sud­ 
den and tem porary surge, the ! 
competitive factors will tend 
to put downward pressure on 
prices in general, providing 
the law of supply and demand 
becomes effective without re­ 
sulting in severe shortages of 
products or raw m aterials. 
Q. Some have said that the 
U.S. is becoming a second- ' 
rate economic power because 
of 
doilar-softness 
and 
the { 
em ergence of Japan and Ger- ! 
many as world traders. What 
can the U.S. do to regain in­ 
ternational trade dominance? 


A. The U.S. does not want | 
international trade dominance 
bet «use 
no country 
should 
have that dominance. 
What : 
we really need is a long-term, 
favorable 
balance of 
trade ' 
and the réévaluation of the 
dollar along with renewed ex- j 
porK Both Germany and Ja­ 
pan are experiencing a higher 
rate 
of 
inflation 
than 
the 
United States, and this should 
result in the U.S. regaining 
considerable lost 
ground 
in 
t h e 
field 
of 
international 
trade. 
Q. Dollar devaluation and 
i h e 
immense 
international 
dollar overhang have led to 
heavy foreign investment in 
the U.S. economy. Do you see 
this as a boon or a threat? 


A. We welcome foreign in- 
v e s t m e n t s in the United 
States, just as U.S. invest­ 
ments are welcome in major 
free-world countries abroad. 
In view of heavy imports over 
the past few years, the in­ 
creased investment by foreign 
firms in the U.S. is a natural 
move designed to replace pro- 
d u c i s previously produced 
abroad and sold here. The 
new jobs created with other 
accompanying benefits, such 
as increased tax revenue and 
r e d u c e d requirements on 
foreign exchange for imports, 
is certainly preferred. I defi­ 
nitely set this as a boon rath­ 
er than a threat.

Rising from the ashes of 
their bombed-out cities, the 
Japanese built up the world’s 
third-largest industrial econo­ 
my, after the United States 
arid the Soviet Union. Japa­ 
nese reveled in Asia’s highest 
standard of living. 
That “ economic miracle” 
was built on a foundation of 
cheap raw materials. Japan 


was 
short 
of 
natural 
re­ 
sources, but other people had 
them in plenty. 


“ The world will be our su­ 
permarket,” boasted Japan’s 
industrial 
tycoons. 
Japan 
sucked in torrents of Austra­ 
lian iron ore, American coal, 
Arabian oil, turned them into 
s h i p s , automobiles, panty 
hose, television sets and in­ 
dustrial machines, and sold 
them all over the world. 
Japanese called it the “ bic­ 
ycle e c o n o m y . ” Japanese 
companies ran on shoestring 
capital, and had to keep mov­ 
ing ahead to keep from fal­ 
ling over. 


Now the raw materials "su­ 
permarkets” have high prices 
and a lot of empty shelves. 
Crude oil, scrap iron, alumi­ 
num and coal may never be 
plentiful or cheap again. The

pearing like the morning dew.

The cost of living in 
Tokyo by the end of the year 
had risen at least 15 per cent* 
The yen, one of the world’s 
most sought-a.itr currencies 
in early 1973, 
retreated

value under waves of selling

the 
Tokyo 
foreign-ex­ 
change 
market. 
Speculators 
scented Japan’s newly reve­ 
aled economic weakness, and 
rushed to get back into Yan­ 
kee dollars. 


A country that took pride in 
its people’s traits o* discipline 
and cooperation seethed with 
ugly stories of hoarding and 
panic buying of everything 
from stove oil to toilet pa­ 
per. 
Businessmen could 
hardly 
rent 
space 
in 
warehouses. 
These were crammed with 
consumer goods and raw ma­ 
terials snapped up by Japan’s 
canny wholesalers in anticipa­ 
tion of fat profits as shortages 
overtake the country. 
“ Our weaknesses were al­ 
ways there,’ said one of the 
dozens of the Japanese busi­ 
ness community. “ They just 
weren’t apparent.”

four want to take Japan into 
Swedish-style neutralism. 
Plagued by inflation, hous­ 
ing shortages and pollution. 
Japan’s long suffering urban 
voters are rapidly dumping 
LDP, and voting in droves for 
Communist and Socialist Par­ 
ty candidates in local elec­ 
tions. Japan enters the new 
year with her six 
largest 
cities under the rule of oppo­ 
sition mayors elected 
with 
leftist support. 
in 1974, LDP may for the 
first time lose control of one 
of the two houses in the Japa­ 


nese Parliament. 
L D P ’ s majority in the 
House of Councillors, the up­ 
per bouse of the Japanese 
D i e t 
(Parliament), 
has 
shrunk to eight seats. In an 
election next June, opposition 
parties have a good chance oj 
winning a combination major­ 
ity for the first time in histo­ 
ry- 
Even with LDP still in con* 
trol of the other house, the 
possibilities for political chaos 
then would be enormous. 
It wasn’t intended that way, 
but the brilliantly lighted Gin­ 
za festival last October may 
have been the last hurrah for 
an era of prosperity and sta­ 
bility now drawing to a close 
for Japan.

(Temporarily, Red and 
Ned might need more Spartan 
quarters.)

Eco-groups rip 
House energy bill 


NEW YORK (U P l) - The 
chairman of a major insur­ 
ance Company says there is a 
possibility of a "significant 
slowdown, if not a recession" 
ii the 1974 econ *my. 
R. 
Manning 
Brown, 
Jr., 
chairman of New York Life 
Insurance Co.. the country’s 
fourth largest, also thought 
that price and wage controls 
are doing more harm than 
good and that the U.S. system 
of financing 
political 
cam ­ 
paigns should be reformed. 
Brown’s exact answers to a 
year-end United Press Inter­ 
national economic poll of ma­ 
jor corporations and financial 
institutions follow: 


Q. There has been much talk 
about the possibility of a 1974 
recession. Do you have any 
such worry? How do you see 
(he economy next year? 
A. We are very near the top 
cf one of the nation’s largest 
business booms that seems 
most unlikely to sustain itself 
in 1974. 
A significant slowdown, if 
not a recession, is a m atter of 
genuine 
concern. 
And 
the 
energy 
crisis 
will 
clearly 
compound the problems in an 
overheated economy. The out­ 
look for 1974 is for a lessening 
of 
real 
output, 
prevailing 
higher prices, and bigger gov­ 
ernment deficits. 
Soecifically, real gross na­ 
tional product in 1974 will pro­ 


bably not grow at anywhere 
near the 6 per cent rate an­ 


ticipated this year. Even the 
most 
optimistic 
forecasters 
look for n il growth tt 
go 


down to roughly half of this 


year’s rate. Unfortunately, in­ 
flation and unemployment are 
likely to continue to be sig­ 
nificant problems in 1974. 
Other problems of a softer 
economy next year also seem 
apparent. 
Chances 
are 
we 
will see a slowdown in the 
purchase of autos and other 
big ticket items. New housing 
activity may be down sig­ 
nificantly from the 1973 pace, 
r e f l e c t i n g , among other 
things, the difficulties in the 
single family mortgage m ar­ 
ket that developed at mid­ 
year. Capital spending plans 
seem quite strong, but there 
is some doubt that they can 
be carried out in view of the 
economic trouble spots and 
energy 
problems 
that 
lie 
ahead. Corporate profits this 
year should be about 30 per­ 
cent above last year, but they 
will probably decline in 1974 
as a result of the generally 
slower 
pace 
of 
economic 
activity. 
The energy crisis, with its 
reverberating effects on the 
economy, will severely chal­ 
lenge the nation throughout 
1974. The clear need now is 
for 
the 
administration, 
for 


Congress, tor business, 
for the American people to 


pull together in meeting this 


crisis, 
Q. Sow* business executives, 
economists 
and 
newspapers 
have characterized Mr. Nixon 
as 
a 
lame 
duck 
president 
three years before his term 
expires. If that proves true, 
what effect will it have on trie 


economy? 
A. Political bistability inevi­ 
tably contributes to economic 
uncertainty. 
We have 
seen 
ample evidence of this in the 
gyrations cf both the stock 
mai ket and the international 
monetary market. 
These events are influenced 
by many factors, 
including 
the energy crisis and the gen­ 
eral 
outlook 
for 
a 
softer 
economy. But they are un­ 
doubtedly much more reflec­ 
tive of the crisis of confidence 
in the aftermath of the Water­ 
gate scandal and all ct its 
sordid ramifications than they 
are cf the fact that Mr. Ni­ 
xon’s term expires in three 
years. 
It is an inescapable reality 
that the health of our econo­ 
my depends to a great extent 
cn the faith and confidence 
that people have in our insti­ 
tutions and in their leader­ 
ship. 
Unless 
the 
President 
can somehow successfully dis­ 
pel the doubts about his ad­ 


ministration and restore con­ 
fidence in his ability to lead, 
the 
economy 
will, 
unfortu­ 
nately, continue to feel the 
added burden of this n r‘4onal 
uncertainty. 


Q. Do you feel present price 
and wage controls help or 
hinder the economy? What, if 
anything, 
should 
be 
done 
about them? 


A. Unfortunately, the gov­ 
ernm ent's direct controls on 
prices 
and 
wages 
haven’t 
worked loo well. And at the 
present time, they’re probab­ 
ly 
doing 
more harm 
than 
good. 
The plain fact is that even 
under the best of circums­ 
tances such controls could not 
leng suppress price increases 
in an overheated economy. 
Current 
bottlenecks 
and 
shortages are the best evi­ 
dence we have that price and 
wage controls will not work 
satisfactorily in our economy 
over an extended period of 
time. And the longer we per­ 
sist with them, the more like­ 
ly they are to further disrupt 
the marketplace. 
T h e c o n t r o l s program 
should be ended now since ev­ 
ery additional day that we 
stay with them will strength­ 
en arguments that “ now is 
not the tim e.” It’s true, of 
course, that with any ending

A. Any consideration of the 
outlook for the economy in 
1974 has to be conditioned 
upon future developments in 
connection with the energy 
shortage. Prior to the oil em­ 
bargo we vére anticipating a 
slowdown in the economy in 
1974, but not a 
recession. 
While we still believe that a 
recession can be avoided, the 
risks of an “energy reces­ 
sion” are now much greater. 
Q. Some business executives, 
economists, .and..newspapers 
have.characterized. Mr. .N ixon 
as..a .lame .duck .president 
three years before his .term 
expires. If that proves true, 
what effect would it have on 
the economy? 
A. I do not think that it will 
prove true, but if it does, it 
obviously would have serious 
effects upon the economy. 
These would include the ina* 
bility to cope with the energy 
shortage, the inability to con­ 
trol inflation, and less effec­ 
tiveness in both domestic and 
international situations which 
could accelerate and broaden 
their impact. 
Q. Do you feel present price 
and .wage..controls..help..or 
hinder.the-econoany?.What, ii 
anything, should be done atocut 
them?

A. 
Prior to the 
energy 
crisis, I favored prompt de­ 
control. Now I feel that a 
m o r e 
cautious 
approach 
should be followed until we 
can assess the inflationary ef­ 
fects of the energy7 shortage. 
Q. In your opinion, what are 
the.two. biggest. problems fac­ 
ing the U.S. economy today, 
and w hat can be done about 
them? 
A. The energy shortage and 
inflation are our two principal 
concerns in today’s econo­ 
my. 
While stringent energy con­ 
servation measures such as 
rationing may be necessary 
as a short-term remedy, ade­ 
quate supplies of energy in 
the long run are absolutely 
essential to maintain econom­ 
ic growth. We fully support 
present measures to conserve 
energy. 
As indicated in my response 
to question No. 3, all reaso­ 
nable and practicable steps 
must be taken to reduce the 
rate of inflation, but the ex­ 
tent to which price and wage 
controls should be maintained 
will depend upon the econom­ 
ic effects of the energy short­ 
age. 
Q. S o m e have said that 
the U.S. is becoming a sec­ 
ond-rate economic power be­ 
cause of dollar softness and 
the emergence of Japan and 
Germany .as..world..traders. 
What can the U.S. do to re­ 
gain international. trade. domi­ 
nance? 
Q. Some have said that the 
U.S. is becoming a second- 
rate economic power because 
of dollar softness and the 
emergence of Japan and Ger­ 
many as world traders. What 
can the U.S. do to regain in­ 
ternational trade dominance? 
A. The dollar has actually 
been strengthening since the 
second devaluation, and in 
the eyes of many experts this 
reflects the fact that the dol­ 
lar is probably the best cur­ 
rency bargain in the world to­ 
day. The fact is that our trad­ 
ing picture has brightened 
c o n s i d e r a b l y in recent 
months, enabling us to better 
compete with the other maior 
t r a d i n g nations, especially 
Jaoan and Germany. 
International 
trade, 
of 
course, is a two-way street. A 
nation pays for its imports 
through the foreign exchange 


of 
the 
earnings of its exports 
goods and services and 
return on its capital invested 
abroad. For a healthy world 
economy—one less likely to 
be upset by political dis­ 
ruptions—there should be a 
vigorous flow of goods, serv­ 
ices, and capital among Lie 
world’s trading nations, and 
not trade dominance by any 
one nation.

the dollar overhang, while not

Q. Has the Watergate investi­ 
gation of corporate campaign 
c( ntributions given you any 
thoughts on howr campaigns 
might better be financed? Do 
you have any specific recom­ 
mendations for change or do 
you feel the present system is 
.workable? 
A. It is. clearer than it has 
ever been that there must be 
a better way to finance poli­ 
tical campaigns. The present 
system is simply not good 
enough. 
It’s not clear at this time, 
however, what features a new 
election financing law should 
include. But there are a num­

possibilities—all

should be 
seriously 
c o n s i d e r e d by Congress. 
These include a stringent lim­

be seme sort of post-controls 
bulge in prices, especially in 
those items now in short sup­ 
ply.

Q. In your opinion, what are 
the two biggest problems fac­ 
ing the U.S. economy today 
and vhat t an be done about 
them?

And all 
related. 
Inflation is fed by large fed­ 
eral deficits and massive in­ 
fusions of money and credit 
by the Federal Reserve Sys­ 
tem. This is what’s been hap­ 
pening in recent years. A suc­ 
cessful fight against inflation 
depends to a large extent on 
sound national economic po­ 
licies that effectively balance 
our capabilities with our ove- 
i all spending plans. Controls 
are obviously not the answer 
because they deal with symp­ 
t o m s — r i s i n g prices and 
w a g e s —rather than the 
c a u s e s — excessive credit 
c eation and deficit spending 


by the Federal government. 
Therefore, a check on fed­ 
eral spending and a curb on 
excessive money and credit 
growth by the Federal Re­ 
serve are essential if we are 
to achieve lower rates of in­ 
flation. 
And 
the energy crisis, 
which affects and pervades 
all segments of the economy, 
highlights the critical need 
for an immediate national ef­ 
fort to deal with 
current 
shortages and a long-range 
program to increase oil re­ 
serves and to develop alter­ 
nate sources of energy. 
Q. Dollar devaluation.and the 
immense international .dollar 


overhang have led to -heavy 
foreign investment in.the. U.S. 
economy. Do you see this as 
a boon or a threat? 


A. In the short run, the in­ 
flow of capital resulting from 
foreign investment in the U.S. 
is beneficial because of the 
positive effect it has upon the 
balance of payments. From 
the long-term viewpoint, the 
return of earnings made in 
the U.S. to the countries mak­ 
ing the investments will les­ 
sen that positive effect. Al­ 
though the size and diversity 
of the U.S. economy can sup­ 
port moderate levels of direct 
foreign investment, we would 
be 
opposed 
to 
significant 


foreign investment» in key in­ 
dustries related to national 
security.

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Top businessmen view economy with concern

NEW YORK (UPI) - Ten 
of 13 chief executives of ma- 
j o r American corporations 
and financial institutions pol­ 
led by UPI feel serious con­ 
cern about the 1974 economy. 
The other three in this year- 
end survey were more opti­ 
mistic but foresaw an eco­ 
nomic slowdown. 


The leaders in steel, ban­ 
king, autos, insurance, uti­ 
lities, railroads, rubber, elec­ 
tronics, computers and bro- 
k e r a g e investments repre­ 
sent a total of $65 billion in 
sales, another $41 billion in 
operating revenues and assets 
and 2.18 million employees. 
In response to six other 
questions, the bosses at IBM,

“ It (a recession) is possible 
but improbable in our Judg­ 
ment,” said A.W. Clausen, 
president of the big San Fran­ 
cisco bank. “ But we see the 
economy growing only from 1 
to 2 per cent.” 
“ We expect a sharp slow­ 
down in the real GNP growth 
rate, from about 6 per cent 
this year to about 2.2 per cent 
n e x t , ” said Reginald H.

Smog element 
causes wide 
crop damage 
R I V E R S I D E (UPI) - 
Smog scientists aren’t sure 
why, but a little-known pollu­ 
tant nicknamed PPN caused 
widespread crop destruction 
last month during a two-day 
siege of smog here. 
Scientists at the state Air 
Pollution Research Center at 
UC Riverside identified the 
culprit as peroxypropionyl nit­ 
rate, an element of smog dis­ 
covered just 10 years ago. 
PPN 
levels 
reached 
10 
parts per billion during the 
smog attack Nov. 9-11 in Ri­ 
verside and San Bernardino 
counties. 
Researchers could offer no 
explanation why widespread 
crops 
of 
leafy 
vegetables 
reacted to P P N , but sug­ 
gested the smog attack might 
have struck during the plants’ 
rapid growth period, making 
them especially vulnerable.

The area has been unusual­ 
ly quake-free so far this year, 
despite a prediction in the 
spring by government scient­ 
ists that there would be a 
heavy temblor centered on 
the Harris ranch. 
The 3,500-acre Harris ranch 
runs along both sides of the 
San Andreas fault for about 
five miles. It has so many 
earthquakes that he turned 
over part of his property for 
the scientists to play on. They 
come from the University of 
California, Stanford and the 
U.S. Geological Survey to test 
out schemes for predicting 
quakes. 
It is easy to see the fault 
line cutting through the ter­ 
rain on the ranch, and how 
the earth is moving about two 
inches a year on one side.

LOS ANGELES (U PI) — 
With a cry for relaxation and 
creativity, some men have 
shoved aside their footballs 
and basketballs and replaced 
them with needle and thread. 
Businessmen all over the 
country are trying their hand 
at what they once called a 
“ sissy” hobby—needlepoint. 
Lt is needlework done with 
wood thread and cnavas, or 
scrim. 
Barbara H. Donnelly, who 
is one of the foremost author- 
i t i e s 
on c r e w e l 
and 
needlepoint, has written a 
book on the two hobbies, en- 
t i t l e d “ T he C r e wel 
Neelepoint 
World,” 
pub­ 
lished by Morgan and Mor 
gan, Inc., of New York. 
Miss Donnelly said during 
an interview here that men 
all over die country’ are try­ 
ing their hand at k to relax 
and to create. 
“ Men have more leisure 
time, and they w’ant to see so­ 
mething they’ve created,” she 
said. 
“ Everything is done 
for 
them. Everything is mech­ 
anized, and they want so­ 
mething that is personal to 
them that they’ve created.” 


M i s s D o n n e l l y said 


needlepoint can relieve every­ 
day tensions and act as an 
“ ego reinforcement.” 


A n y o n e can learn to 
needlepoint, she said. 


“ if you can count to four, 
you can do any kind of 
needlepoint stitch.” 
Most of the stitches are 
done over a count of four 
threads on a piece of linen or 
canvas, she explained. There 
are two ty pes of stitches—the 
straight and the slanted—and 
from these two, hundreds of 
variations can be made. 
In crewel, there are 2,000 
variations; in n e e d l e point, 
there are 200.

She said a person 
can learn as few as one vari­ 
ation and be able to complete 
a design, and that variation 
can be he basic “ In and out” 
tent stitch. 
Cost is minimal, she said, 
as compared to other hobbies. 
The only real investment a 
person puts into needlework 
is time. 
For a woman, Miss Donnel­ 
ly said “ it’s fun just to pass 
time. It’s not like housework 
that you want to get through 
as soon as possible. It’s a 
hobby—not work.”

Steel firms unsure of '74 picture 
Solon says U.S. should vie 
with private oil companies

Steel production boomed to a 
record 110 million tons in 1973 
and an industry spokesman 
believes that 1974 should pro- 
d u c e 
n o t 
t o o 
m u c h 
less—unless the fuel shortage 
becomes critical. 
“While production will dip 
somewhat, mills should con­ 
tinue to operate at full capac­ 
ity next year,” the spokes­ 
man said.” In 1973, we pro­ 
duced and shipped at capac­ 
ity levels. Many mills had 
high inventories which they 
sold, adding to total ship­ 
ments. But next year there 
will be no inventories.” 
On Nov. 30, three major 
steelmakers said fuel short­ 
ages may force production 
and employe cutbacks in ear­ 
ly 1974. 
While there were no imme­ 
diate energy' problems, U.S. 
Steel, Jones & Laughlin Steel 
and Wheeling-Pittsburgh Steel 
Con», 
said 
oil 
shortages 
could strike at the heart of 
the steel industry unless suf­ 
ficient fuel allocations are 
maintained. 
“We need oil for fuel in­ 
junctions in our blast and 
coke furnaces,” a J & L spo­ 
kesman said. “If it got real 
bad, the whole industry could 
be hit at the level of steel 
production.” 
A U. S. Steel spokesman 
said the No. 1 steel producer 
did not face “any curtail­ 
ments as of this monent ex­ 
cept a minor one at our am­ 
monia plant at Clairton (Pa.), 
and that’s because of a cur­ 
tailment in the natural gas 
we need to drive certain 
equipment.” 
The No. 6 plant was shut 
down in early November, the 
spokesman 
said, but 
few 
workers were affected and 
were shifted to other oper­ 
ations. 
“As of now, no one can re­ 
ally predict what’s going to 
happen,” the spokesman said. 
T h e Wheeling - Pittsburgh 
Steel 
spokesman 
said 
all 
energy and 
most raw mate­ 
rials are in tight supply. 
“What we are getting is 
like pulling teeth.” 
In 1972, the industry shipped 
92 million tons of steel, two 
million under the previous rec­ 
ord set in 1969. 
Specialty 
steel, previously 
hit by foreign imports, en­ 
joyed a boom year. Allegheny 
Ludlum, the world’s largest 
specialty steel producer, said 
stainless steel would reach 1.1 
million mill product tons of 
production in 1973. This is a 
substantial 
increase 
from 
855,000 tons in 1972 and 718,- 
000 tons in 1971. 
Noting the relative decline 
of foreign imports and the 
strong U.S. demand for spe­ 
cialty steels, Roger S. Ah- 
lbrandt, chairman of Alleghe­ 
ny Ludlum Industries, Inc., 
said: 
“These factors combine to 
make 
1973 an 
exceptional 
year for stainless—with pros­ 
pects that 1974 will be another 
outstanding year.” 
But the prosperous picture 
ior 1974 could be blurred by 
the energy crisis and pollu­ 
tion control. 
A spokesman for Wheeling- 
Pittsburgh Steel, the nation’s 
ninth largest producer, said 
pollution control affects pro­ 
duction to the extent of ob­ 
taining the right type of coal. 
“But we lace another prob­ 
lem,” the spokesman said. 
‘We had a good 1973 but next 
year we face continued short­ 
ages in critical supplies, espe­ 
cially zinc. Copper, aluminum 
and lubricating oils also are 


in short supply. Scrap prices 
are now $100 a ton, about 
twice as much as last year.” 
T h e industry' spokesman 
said the energy crunch will 
affect transportation. 
“Limited 
supply of 
fuel 
may hamper truck 
move­ 
ment,” he said. “There al­ 
ready is a shortage of box 
cars and railroads which are 
financially pressed may not 
be able to furnish more. Will 
the trains have more runs? 
Will their be enough fuel for 
diesel-operated trucks? Right 
now we don’t know.” 
Pollution control has been a 
nagging problem. In Novem­ 
ber the Environmental Pro- 
t e c t i o n A g e n c y (EPAI 
slapped U.S. Steel with 63 ad­ 
ditional pollution violations at 
its coke works at Clairton. 
Earlier, Allegheny County 
and the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania 
accused 
the 
corporation of violating a con- I 
sent decree pertaining to pol- j 
lution abatement at Clairton. j 
The decree was worked out 
last year in Allegheny County 
Common Pleas Court. 
U. S. Steel contended the 
EPA has “no proper role” in 
the issue because 
it was 
“being pursued vigorously” 
by the county and state. It 
said it was willing to listen to 
any new proposals made by 
the county or state. 
T h e industry spokesman 
claimed steel companies gen­ 
erally operate with 90 per 
cent clean efficiency level. 
Bethlehem Steel Corp., No. 
2 producer, said the cost of 
meeting air-pollution control 
standards forced the eventual 
cutback at its plant in John- 
stown, Pa. 
Last June, Bethlehem an­ 
nounced it would eliminate 4,- 
700 Johnstown jobs over the 
next four years. This would 
reduce the work force from 
the present 11,800 to 7,100 by 
1977. The payroll will dip 
more than 30 per cent, from 
$130 million annually to about 
$90 million. 
A spokesman for Bethlehem 
said the energy crisis has 
clouded the economic outlook 
for 1974. 
“But, barring any unfore­ 
seen dislocations caused by 
energy shortages, it does not t| 
now appear to us that there 
will be a recession next year, 
although the economy may 
slow down,” he said. 
“Capital 
spending 
should 
continue at a good rate; busi­ 
ness inventories are now at a 
low level and there should be 
some rebuilding of stock; and ; 
the dollar devaluations have 
made export trade generally 
more attractive. The economy 
may be cooling down, but the 
demand for steel is still very 
strong, and at this time, we 
expect it to continue to be 
strong in 1974.” 
He said the energy crisis is 
very serious —“especially as 
it could affect the steel in­ 
dustry.” 
Steel is a basic material 
used by all parts of our 
economy,” he said. 
“A shortage of ‘-leel would 
only make the energy prob­ 
lem worse.” He said steel is 
a vital ingredient in devel­ 
opment of oil wells, gas wells, 
coal mines and in the con­ 
struction of electric gener­ 
ating plants and petroleum 
refineries. 
He noted the steel industry 
now 
employs 
550,000 
per­ 
sons. 
A 15 per cent reduction 
from the industry’s estimated 
1973 
fuel 
oil 
consumption 
would cost America about 6.8 
million tons of steel and more 


than 30,000 steelmaking jobs, 
he said. 
If the industry were limited 
to its 1972 oil consumption, it 
would result in a loss of 12 
million tons of steel and 60,- 
000 steelmaking 
jobs,” 
he 
said. 
Turning to pollution con­ 
trol’s effect on the steel in­ 
dustry, the spokesman said 
environmental protection was 
having a severe impact on all 
aspects of operations by in­ 
creasing both operating costs 
and capital spending while 
holding earnings down. 
“For Bethlehem alone we 
foresee nearly a half-billion 
dollars in capital spending to 
meet existing pollution control 
laws,” he said. 
U.S. Steel’s income for the 
first nine months of 1973 was 
$221.3 million, or $4.09 per 
share on sales of $5.1 billion. 


This compared with the 1972 
nine-month income of $102.3 
million or $1.89 per share on 
sales of $3 billion. 
The Cost of Living Council 
granted U.S. Steel a sheet 
price increase of 2.4 per cent 
in October, too late to be 
counted in the nine-month re­ 
port. The firm has asked for 
a 6.5 per cent price boost on 
a wide range of steel products 
effective Jan. 1. These would 
include rods, wire, bars, se­ 
mifinished plate, structural, 
tubular and railroad products. 
The products make up about 
50 per cent of industry ship­ 
ments. 
Jones 
& 
Laughlin 
Steel 
Corp., the fifth largest produ­ 
cer, said it expects to earn 
about $48 million this year, its 
best since its record year in 
1966. 
The firm shipped out more 


steel this year although the 
ranks of workers were cut 
from 41,000 in 1969 to the pre­ 
sent 33,000. 
There was a major change 
in J&L’s management. Chair­ 
man William R. Roesch, lea­ 
der in the firm’s turnabout 
from a $21 million dollar loss 
in 1970 to the current substan­ 
tial profits, leaves the firm 
Jan. 1 to be president and 
chief executive officer of Kai­ 
ser Industries in California. 
Roesch was succeeded by 
Rosene G. Hanyie, president 
of LTV Corp., Dallas, which 
controls 81 per cent of J&L 
stock.

C o n t r a c t talks open in 
Washington in late January. 
T h e cost-of-living clause 
restored in the present con­ 
tract after a lapse of 12 years 
will be a major union demand 
in the newr talks.

The Bahamas 
in midst of 
crime wave 


NASSAU, Bahamas (UP1) 
— A major crime wave has 
developed in the Bahamas in 
the wake of widespread unem­ 
ployment among the young. 
Rpaes, hold-ups, break-ins 
and car thefts have increased 
more than 100 per cent in the 
last year, and visitors as well 
as residents have been the j 
victims. 


Almost all offenses have in- j 
volved the use of firearms 1 
despite strict gun laws that j 
forbid 
even 
police 
to 
be i 
armed. 


R o b b e r i e s are now so 
prevalent that police have in- ; 
stituted night-time roadblocks j 
to check the contents of ve- ' 
hides. 
One 
such 
surprise 
search of two cars revealed 
its youthful occupants armed 
with one shotgun, two revol- 
v e r s , four cutlasses, one 
crowbar and a jack. 


Although 
the 
government | 
has tried to suppress informa- 
tion about crimes involving : 
visitors, hotel guests walking 
along the beach, many in 
daytime, are known to have 
been attacked, robbed and 
beaten by armed youths. Ear-, j 
lier this year two Canadians, j 
in separate incidents, were at­ 
tacked and beaten while play­ 
ing golf. 
The 
mushrooming 
crime 
rate has produced an 
un- 
precedented demand for iron • 
grilles, burglar alarms and , 
guard dogs. One. grill maker j 
reports he is months behind 
on orders. The local animal j 
society has more requests for 
dogs than it can fill. 
Four years ago the B a ­ 
hamas had virtually no unem­ 
ployment. But an overly na­ 
tionalistic immigration policy 
on the part of the newly-elec­ 
ted Progressive Liberal Party 
has brought investment to a 
standstill and driven out thou­ 
sands of foreign residents. 
The result has been large- 
scale unemployment, now be­ 
lieved close to 15 per cent. 
Most seriously affected are 
unskilled school leavers who, 
under normal circumstances, 
would have been 
absorbed 
into lower level clerical jobs. 
Complicating the problem is 
ihe fact that the country’s 
major industry — tourism — 
which might have been ex- ; 
pected to utilize some of this 
manpower, is also ailing. Ho­ 
tel staff has been put on rota­ 
tion as a compromise to being 
laid off. 
Commensurate with rising j 
unemployment is the increase ' 
in the drug trade. Police say

nual increase in marijuana !

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S. S. France chef quits, goes home to do cooking 


LE HAVRE, France (UPI) 
— One of the great chefs of 
France is hanging up his 
white cap and retiring from 
what gourmets call the grea­ 
test restaurant afloat. 
Henri Le Huede, chef on the 
S.S. Fiance, will sail from Le 
Havre on his last voyage Jan. 
4. a round-the-world cruise. 
When the ship returns in Apr­ 
il. passengers will have sam­ 
pled the last Le Huede “mo­ 
veable feast.” 
“The retirement age for 
men at sea is 55,” said the 
chef, now 54, in an interview. 
"Anyway I have been at sea 
—-for 37 years, home only four 
2 *,*ifionths a year, and I started 
* “ work at 12. It is time to think 
* io f my two daughters, wife 
* and two grandchildren.” 
» 
As 
a 
testament 
to 
Le 
J^H oede’s renown, the ornate 
»»«menus for the dining rooms 
the France say in large 
* «tetters, 
“Henri 
Le 
Huede, 
^Tchef des Cuisines”. The New 
* York Times once called the 
■¡Sfrst class dining room of the 
* S.S. France “the best French 
restaurant in the world.” 
French food critics temper 
this compliment to “the best 
restaurant afloat” on grounds 
a chef can make truly great 
dishes only if he is cooking 
for no more than 60 people. 
Le Huede’s feat is that he 
creates complicated French 
dishes for 3,000 people a day, 
three times a day, or around 
9,000 meals. 
Hugh supplies 
For his latest 12-day trip to 
and from New York (restock­ 
ing fruits and vegetables in 
New York), he laid in sup­ 
plies for 1,600 passengers in 
tourist class, 600 in first class 
and 1,100 crew. His shopping 
list: 225 pounds of caviar, 700 
i pounds of foie gras (goose li­ 
ver), 3,125 pounds of lobster, 
9.680 pounds of sausages, 18,- 
160 pounds of poultry, 58,000 


Candles may

Le Huede supervises the 
shopping, peering into fish 
eyes and pinching meat, be­ 
cause the secret of good cook­ 
ing “is good ingredients. The 
finest Normandy butter and 
cream, very fresh fish, the 
best meat. Nothing canned, 
nothing frozen.” 
“I must be sure 1 have ev­ 
erything 1 need,” said Le 
Huede. a small, round-shoul­ 
dered man of modest manner. 
“A restaurant on land can 


send out for more bread but I 
cannot. You can’t say to a 
passenger ‘there 
isn’t 
any 
more’. And it’s difficult be­ 
cause you don’t know how 
much or what they will or­ 
der.” 
Giant Kitchen 
Wbile most chefs work in 
relatively 
small 
kitchens 
where they can keep a close 
eye on the simmering sauces, 
Le Huede practices his art in 
what he says is the biggest 
kitchen in the world, 10,763 
square feet. 


During meals he stands in a 
special spot in the middle of 
the kitchen to issue orders 
like a symphony conductor 
through a haze of steam to 
his 71 stirring, chopping cooks 
and two dozen hurrying wai­ 
ters. Including his butchers 
and bakers, he commands a 
staff of 180. 
On his last voyage. 
Le 
Huede as usual will get up at 
6:30 a.m. for breakfast in his 
small stateroom. In his ad­ 
joining tiny office he will 
draw ud the menus two days 


in advance. Since his diners 
are a captive audience “we 
never give them the same 
menu twice on the voyage. I 
must make different daily 
menus for tourist class, first 
class and the crew. I use my 
own recipes or the recipes of 
the great cousine of France. 
“I look in the refrigerators 
to see what merchandise we 
have. Then I give the chefs 
the recipes for lunch. I taste, 
I supervise.” 
Long Day 
In the afternoon he writes 


recipes for special requests 
from passengers, “nothing is 
ever refused.” At 6 p.m. he is 
back in the kitchen, retiring 
from 
the 
field 
of 
battle 
around 11 p.m., seven days a 
week. 
Le Huede has cooked for 
countless celebrities. Maurice 
Chevalier always asked for 
the 
“selle d’agneau 
mari- 
nette” (saddle of lamb with 
parsley, hearts of artichokes, 
black mushrooms in cream 
sauce). 
Ernest 
Hemingway 
requested quail stuffed with 


grapes and wild rice. Ameri­ 
cans like duck with orange or 
cherries, while the French 
prefer less sweet dishes such 
as stuffed fish, said the chef. 
Le Huede said he took up 
cooking at age 12 because 
“my father was a poor fisher­ 
man in Britanny and I wan­ 
ted a job that would feed me. 
Also, I love to travel.” 
After his apprenticeship in 
a N a n t e s restaurant. Le 
Huede worked in the Paris 
restaurant, 
Prunier, for a 
year. Then he went to sea on 
the Mexique, the Degrasse, 
the lie de France, the Liberte 
a n d 
finally 
in 
1962 
the 
France. 


When his farewell voyage 
ends in April, the chef will 
take 
from 
his 
cabin 
his 
framed press 
notices 
and 
sketches of him made by pas­ 
sengers. The 
French 
Lin* 
plans to give him a medal­ 
lion. 
He does not plan to open, a 
restaurant on land. 
“At my home in Britanny I 
may write a cookbook, 
he 
said. “I do the cooking at 
home. My favorite dish is a 
veal chop with slices of ham 
and cheese, covered with spi- 
n a c. h 
and 
two 
different 
sauces. I do the dishes, too. 
Ir’s easy to cook for only 
three people.”

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U.S., European alliance: are we friends or foes?

B R U S S E L S (UPI) - 
Whatever happened to the 
“Year of Europe”? 
Nothing. 
In fact, if the Atlantic Al­ 
liance between Europe and 
th e U n i t e d States ever 
crumbles, 1973 may go down 
as the year when the irrever­ 
sible rot set in. 
As 1972 and the Vietnam 
War crept to a close, Henry 
Kissinger, then President Ni­ 
xon's national security advis­ 
er, said that 1973 would be 
the “Year of Europe”—the 12 
m o n t h s when the United 
States would turn from Asia 
and Russia to repair relation­ 
ships with its best and oldest 
friends, the nations of West­ 
ern Europe. 
Implicit in Kissinger’s com­ 
ment was the belief that noth­ 
ing ailed the Alliance that a 
little hand-holding wouldn’t 
cure. 
In April, Kissinger made a 
major speech calling for a 
“new Atlantic Charter.” This, 
he said, would redefine the 
Alliance’s values and pur­ 
poses, to take into account 
the changes since World War 
II and to give it vigor and vi­ 
tality in the last quarter of 
the 20th Century. 
As the idea evolved, it be­ 
came aocepted by both Wash­ 
ington and the 
Europeans 
that the signing of this “char­ 
ter” would make a fine cli­ 
max to a European tour by 
Nixon in November. 
So what happened? 
Watergate, for one thing. 
Nixon had other fish to fry in 
Washington and never got to 
Europe. With Congress no 
longer following the White 
House’s lead, a bill vital to 
U.S.-European trade talks got 
sidetracked, and Congression­ 
al pressures for trimming 
America’s defense commit­ 
ments to Europe built up. 
Then there was the great 
soybean incident—an episode 
little noticed in the United 
States but traumatic in its ef 
feet on Europe. The Nixon ad 
ministration, 
distracted 
by 
Watergate and unaware of 
the probable reaction in Eur­ 
ope, took fright at a sudden 
soybean shortage and embar­ 
goed all soy exports to Eur­ 
ope. 
U.S. soybeans provide 80 
per cent of all European 
cattle feed. To the Europeans, 
the embargo was nothing less 
than a treacherous breach of 
contract After European pro­ 
tests, the embargo was eased, 
then dropped.

To the Americans, this Eu­ 
ropean attitude undercut the 
NATO alliance. The Euro­ 
peans failed to see what Is­ 
rael had to do with NATO 
and feared that America and 
Russia would sort out the 
Middle East situation to their 
own satisfaction—a fear of su- 


perpower diplomacy that sur­ 
faced often in this suspicious 
year. 
And then there was oil. 
Europe gets 72 per cent of 
its oil from the Arabs. The 
United States gets 11 per 
cent. Given this arithmetic, it 
was perhaps inevitable that 
the 
Allies would see 
the 
Middle East differently. 
T h e European Common 
Market nations issued a pro- 
Arab statement. The United 
States rumbled about possible 


retaliation 
for 
a 
boycott. 
Washington suggested U.S.- 
European cooperation on oil 
sharing. Europe, fearing any 
link with America’s pro-Is­ 
raeli policy, refused. 
The full power of oil to 
erode the Alliance probably 
lias not been felt yet, but it is 
being discussed and worried 
about at every level of the 15 
NATO governments. 
At year’s end, it became 
apparent that Kissinger’s plan 
—to reshape and give new life 


to the Alliance—was so diffi­ 
cult itself that the other is­ 
sues which have soured rela­ 
tions may lead to its failure.

France revived the idea of an 
independent nuclear force, on

of their economies. This bog­ 
ged down in the monetary 
upheavals following the dol­ 
lar’s devaluation in February, 
took on new promise in mid­ 
year, then fell into doubt 
again at the end of the year 


as the dollar recovered and 
oil shortages began damaging 
European economies. 
Most of all, the Europeans 
complained of neglect. Kissi­ 
nger himself canceled three 
scheduled visits to Europe 
during the year in favor of 
trips to Peking, Moscow and 
the Middle East.

E u r o p e a n governments 
complained Kissinger’s style 
of p e r s o n a l diplomacy, 
coupled with the confusion in 
Washington over Watergate, 
kept U.S. embassies abroad 
so in the dark about official 
policy that, in the words of 
one ambassador, “it’s impos­ 
sible to find out what the 
Americans are thinking.”

“new Atlantic Charter” is 
grinding slowly through the 
bureaucratic mills. Actually it

In 
their half-finished state, both 
are bland and, by American 
government estimation, disap­ 
pointing.
